“Ozark Airlines stock dropped 
about $2,000,000.” 

“The leaking of this import-

_ cumstances, deliberately or fool- 
ishly, by Commissioner Gurney 
certainly should be regarded by 
the board as a violation of its 
code of ethics,’ Curtis wrote. He 
said he was “shocked” by the 
CAB’s declaration last Wednes- 
day that Gurney’s actions were 
proper and in accord with the 
CAB’s code of ethics.

The maneuver was overshad- 
owed by issues already before 
federal court. In Montgomery, 
Ala., Chief Judge Richard T. 
Rives of the United States Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals said 
there would be no ruling until 
after the weekend. He would 
not elaborate. 


Points at Issue. 


A three-judge United States 
court had under advisement 
three issues: 

1. A plea by the school board 
that federally ordered integra- 
tion be set aside until the state 
and the federal governments can 
settle their differences in the 
courts, 


2. A motion filed by the Fed- 
eral Government to enjoin state 
and local officials from interfer- 
ing with carrying out of integra- 
tion orders. 

3. Motions asking the court to 
give the board full control over 
schools and to keep the state 
from interfering with the fed- 
eral order to integrate, 


Litigation reached a crucial 
stage on the eve of a week’s 
holiday in the state’s school sys- 
tem.

A long-standing shortage of | 


professional nurses in St. Louis 
area hospitals is showing signs 
of lessening, but the availability 

of nurses for private duty is 

more limited than ever. 
vey by the Post- Dispatch showed 
yesterday. 

The most encouraging factor 
to hospital officials is the in- 
creasing numbers of women en- 
tering the profession. Most 
schools of nursing here report 
record enrollments in their 
freshman classes. The majority 
of graduates are joining the 
Staffs of the hospitals where 
they have gone to school. 

In general, turnover has dimin- 
ished as salaries of nurses have 
increased. Day shift nurses 
now are plentiful everywhere. 
Many hospitals, however, are un- 
der-staffed on the evening and 
night shifts. Most hospitals now 
offer additional pay to nurses 
who work the 3-to-ll p.m. and 
]1-to-7 a.m. shifts. 

44 City Hospital Vacancies. 

The nursing situation varies 
from excellent at Lutheran Hos- 
pital to poor at City Hospital. 
City is in the worst straits, by 
far, with 44 vacancies on a staff 
that has positions for 160 nurses. 

Several approaches to allevi- 
ate the shortage are being tried 
in area hospitals. For instance: 

1.A study began last June at 
Jewish Hospital to determine 
whether the duties of the nurse 
might be streamlined so that her 
time might be devoted exclu- 
sively to essential duties. The 
study will take about two years, 
but some results may be known 
with the next month or two. 

In that connection, all hos- 
pi ber have relieved professional 
nurses of housecleaning and 
other “duties requiring a mini-| 
mum of skill, transferring such 
chores to aids, practical nurses | 
and students. 

3. Deaconess Hospital has es- 
tablished a seven-month refresh- | 
er course for former nurses Who | 
have been out of the field for | 

vears while rearing families. The | 
course brings them up to date on 
changes in medications and 
methods since they left nursing. 

4. Older women who have had 
no nursing experience and whose 
families are grown will be 
sought as students at Washing- 
ton University School of Nursing 
when the school’s undergraduate 
program reopens. next fall. 
Deaconess also is seeking such 
women as student nurses and) 
has four enrolled at present. | 

Recruiters Being Used. 

5: Many hospitals have hired 
full-time recruiters to scour pod

graduates in nursing careers. 

6. Schools of nursing have: ex- | 
panded facilities. A new resi- | 
dence hall at St. Luke’s Hospital | 
has provided room for 40 to 50 | 
more students. St. Louis Uni- | 
versity’s purchase of the Mel- | 
bourne Hotel for a women’s resi- 
dence hall will enable the univer- 
sity’s school of nursing to ac- 
cept moré students.

history. Even City Hospital has 
its largest freshman class ever,

Even more promising, most of 
the schools have had many more 
applicants than they could accept 
in the last two or three years.

Informed that other nursing 
schools are turning away appli- 
cants, James W. Meade, the 
city’s acting hospital commis- 
sioner, said city hospitals ‘‘would 
be glad to accept the overflow.’ 

‘“‘We are in as bad, or maybe 
a little worse shape than we 
have been,’’ Meade said. “‘Our 
salaries are not competitive. We 
have no shift differential. Our 
nurses have the heaviest work 
load of any hospital in the area. 
We have no church affiliation. 
Our nursing school is not lo- 
cated in the best 
city.” 

With the exception of Luther- 
an, where Administrator John 


|'R. Eckrich said the hospital is 


“quite adequately staffed,” every 
hospital in the area needs more 
nurses. Many officials think the 


‘only way the problem can be 


solved is by a realignment of 
the duties now performed by 
nurses and use of the nurse’s 
ability more for planning and 
supervision. 

Private Duty Problems. 


There seems to be no answer, 
however, to the decline in the 
number of private duty nurses. 
“The general feeling is that this |

\saYs LIGHT, NOT 
GLARE IS SHED ON 
MEMORIAL PLAZA 


There is a sharp difference in 
visibility and glare, Director of 
Public Utilities Walter T. Malloy 
Said yesterday inreporting nthe 
new street lighting system in 
the Memorial Plaza and the 
Plaza Apartments area. 

In a report to Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker, Malloy said the older 
system, which extended the 
concentrated ighting of the 
downtown area along Pine and 
Chestnut streets west of Twelfth 
boulevard, produced ‘‘an abun- 
dance of glare but not much 
light on obstacles.” 

The new system, in which the 
lights are suspended out from 
the curb line, is designed to 
illuminate the streets and not 
adjoining areas, he said. Malloy 
made the report in reply to 
criticism that the new lighting 
system is not as bright as the 
One which was removed. 

He said both streets are des- 
tined to become residential 
Streets which wi:l end at Twen- 
tieth street and there is no need 
for ‘‘arterial lighting’ along 
them. In addition, much of the 
system remains to be installed.

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CASADESUS PLAYS 
WITH THE SYMPHONY

Robert Casadesus was the as- 
sisting artist with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra at last 
night’s concert in Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House. Edouard Van 
Remoortel conducted. 

Casadesus played Mozart’s Con- 
certo No. 21 in C major with im- 
peccable taste and a beautiful 
floating sound. The orchestra 
Was in good form too, but: the 
dynamic balance was not always 
favorable to a clear enunciation 
of the piano part. 


Frequently, the orchestra 
blanketed the soloist. As this 
occurred at times when the 
woodwind section was playing, 
it seemed likely that the sound 
of the woods which came from 
highrisers was too strong. 


It has always seemed to me | 
that the orchestra would sound | 
better if all the players were 
seated on the same level. 


Nevertheless, the distinction 
of Casadesus’ performance was 
not lost on the audience. The 
bright martial spirit of the first 
movement was enhanced by the 
beauty of the musical ideas as 
well as the rhythmic verve. 


Remoortel opened the concert 
with Ravel’s “‘Rhapsodie Espag- 
nol.” The rich glowing colors 
of these four movements and the 
sharp accents and sensuous 
rhythmic patterns were hand- 
somely executed by the orches- 
tra. 

The second part of the pro- 
gram was devoted to Franck’s 
Symphonic Variations in which 
Mr. Casadesus again appeared 
as soloist. The program was 
concluded with Schumann’s Sym- 
phony No. 4 in D minor. The 
Same program will be played 
this afternoon.

Wilmars, a professor of eco- 
nomics at the University of Lou- 
vain, said he could see no im- 
pending disaster from the popu- 
lation growth and cited studies 
indicating the world could sus- 
tain a population of as much as 
90 billion. It now has about 6.6 
billion. 


“If a slower rate of growth is 
desired, it can be achieved by 
parents spacing their children 

through what I would like to call 
responsible parenthood,’ he said. 
He suggested also that more ef- 
fort should be made to increase 
agricultural production and in- 
dustrialization before resorting 
to birth control. 


From the St. Louis audience, 
Dr. S. Chandrasekhar, director 
of the Indian Institute for Popu- 
lation Studies, asked Wilmars 
whether, as chairman of the 
United Nations Population Com- 
mission, he would grant a re- 
quest from India for technical 
help. in birth control. Wilmars 
replied that he would do so, but 
he added that India should seek 
more aid in its industrial and 
agricultural programs before at- 
tempting to reduce its population 
growth, 


In the preceding local debate, 
Prof. Mihanovich said _ the 
growth of the population in the 
last 50 years was due not to a 
demonstrably higher birth rate 
| but rather to a lower death rate. 
Since the problem is thus not 
biological but economic, the so- 
| lution should be sought in the 
field of higher food production. 


“I say that current population 
pressure is temporary and is 
based upon a temporary imbal- 
| ance between the population and 
‘the economic means to sustain 
| it,”” he said. 
Prof. Carpenter declared man 
| possesses a reproduction po- 
tential that threatens to outrun 
'his economic resources. Birth 
control is the best answer, he 
| said, but it should be made ef- 
fective by international encour- 
| agement and not imposed as a 
form of supranational regimen- 
tation. 

“It can be viewed as irrespon- 
sible in any society for parents 
_to continue to have children 
| which cannot be properly cared 
for and, in this sense, are un- 
wanted,” he said. 


BANKER 0. N. BEASLEY DIES,

SANTA MONICA, Calif., Nov.

“No one consulted me about 
whether I wanted to close this 
bank,” said Mr. Beasley 27 
| years ago. “Since my bank does 
not need a holiday, while its 
customers do need its services, 
I have decided to keep it open.” 

Mr. Beasley was founder in 
1904 of the McKinley County 
Bank of Gallup, N. M. In the 
1907 financial panic, his was 
one of two known banks which 
neither closed nor issued script.

One possible action held in re- 
serve, officials say, is to reduce 
substantially the $500 tariff ex- 
emption allowed each United 
States traveler abroad. Cutting 
this exemption would have the 
effect of discouraging American 
spending overseas. 

United States Department of 
Commerce figures have esti- 
mated that United States tour- 
ists spent $1,992,000,000 abroad in 
1959. Foreign tourists spent only 
$992,000,000 in the United States, 
a gap of one billion dollars. 

Some officials said it is con 
ceivable measures could be im- 
posed restricting the amount of 
money tourists could take abroad 
and otherwise make it difficult 
for Americans to travel. But 
these measures are so extreme 
they have not been considered 
seriously so far, the officials 
added. 


Action Up to Kennedy. 
Eisenhower Administration of- 
ficials, however, speculate that 
any new moves or any changes 
in the Eisenhower program to 
meet the dollar-gold emergency 
will be up to President-elect John

JET AGE IS SAID 
TOGREATE 13,000 
JOBS ON AIRLINES, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (UPI) | 
~The jet age has created more 
than 13,000 new airline jobs, a. 
United Press International sur-. 
vey revealed. 


The survey showed that flight | 
crews are the only category ad- | 
versely affected by the airlines’ | 
switch to jet and prop-jet equip- 
ment. The reason is simple: one | 
jet does the work of three or 
even four piston-engine planes; | 
three jetliner pilots do the work 
of 12 piston-engine crew mem- 
bers. | 

Overall figures compiled by the | 
Air Transport Association show | 
that airline employment totaled | 
168,457 as of June 30, 1960—about | 
@ 13,000-man increase over thé 
total of November 1958, when 
the United States entered the jet 
age. 

But while the jet aee has | 
created more jobs for mechanics. 
ticket agents and other ground 
personnel, it has meant fewer 
jobs for pilots and flieht engi- 
neers, and no increase for stew- 
ardesses and stewards. 

Many Were Rehired. | 

The Air Line Pilots Associa- 
tion estimates that about 1200 
pilots were laid off in the first 
two years of the jets and the 
same number still is unem- | 
ployed. However, A.L.P.A. says 
the picture is not as dark as it 
appears. Most of the 1200 cur- 
rently laid-off pilots were hired 
within the last two years as re- 
placements for more senior crew | 
members taking jet training. 

Eastern, for example, has sev- 
eral hundred co-pilots laid off 
and every one has two or less 
years of service. They were 
hired to fill the vacancies 
created when Eastern had to 
train crews for the Electra and 
DC-8. After sufficient pilots were 
checked out on the new planes, 
the newly-hired co-pilots were 
no longer needed. 

The impact of the jet age on 
crew employment varies from 
airline to airline. Airlines with 
long-range routes appear to have 
been affected less. Those with 
short-haul routes renort greater 
flight crew unemployment. 

Feeder Lines Grow. 

Offsetting the unemnloymert- 
creating aspects of the jets is 
the mushrooming growth of the 
so-called local service or ‘“‘feed- 
er” airlines. The maior trunk 
lines have been abandoning 
certain short-haul routes as fast | 
as the government allows, turn- 
ing them over to’ the feeders.

Home Loan 
Fund Market 
‘Easing’ 

A continued increase in the 
availability of residential mort- 
gage funds for the remainder of 
this year and the early part of 
1961 was forecast yesterday by 
Federal National Mortgage As- 
sociation president J. Stanley 
Baughman, This prediction for 
prospective homebuyers was 
made in connection with the re- 
lease this week-end of a report 
of the agency’s Secondary Mar- 
ket Operations covering the 
Third Quarter. (FNMA buys and 
sells FHA-insured and VA- 
guaranteed mortgages in the 
secondary or resale market). 

According to Baughman, all 
phases of the corporation’s op- 
erations during the quarter re- 
flected a continued ‘easing’ in 
the home mortgage market, with 
offerings and purchases again 
down from the previous quarter. 


The Association’s chief execu- 
tive pointed out that FNMA’s 


Secondary Market Operations 
program “operates in a ‘see- 
saw’ fashion’ and explained 


that “when money is ‘tight’ of- 
ferings and purchases taper off 
and sales pick up.” 

The number of offerings 
dropped 12 per cent, from 22.- 
324 estimated at $289,100,000 in 
the Second Quarter of 1960 to 
19,633 valued at $244,400,000—a 
decrease of almost $45,000,000 or 
15 per cent in the Third Quarter. 
Compared to the 28,637 offerings 
valued at $339,143,691 received 
in the same period one year 
ago, the drop off of 9004 offer- 
ings estimated at approximately 
$95,000,000 was even more notice- 
able, 


Mildly Contrary. 


Running mildly contrary to 
the theoretical ‘see-saw’ formula, 
sales. slipped slightly from 355 
mortgages valued at $4,624,000 
in the Second Quarter to 319 
worth $4,167,000 in the period re- 
ported. This, however, was more 
than the 52 sold for $562,000 in 
the comparable period a year 
ago. Cumulatively, FNMA has 
sold 42,047. mortgages totaling 
$485,734,000 out of its SMO port- 
folio, which at the end of Sep- 
tember consisted of 250,516 mort- 
gages amounting to $2,806,000,- 
000. 

The report also revealed that 
purchases were off 8 per cent 
from the preceding quarter— 
from 20,246 valued at $254,904,- 
000 to 18,717 for $232,337,000. 
These purchases brought the 
cumulative totals since the in- 
ception of the SMO program six 
years ago to 299,569 aggregating 
$3,500,829,000, 

Based on his report and the 
results of a recent nation-wide 
survey, Baughman said _ that 
“the ‘ease’ in the money market 
that was apparent in the Third 
Quarter was continuing and all 
indications pointed that the trend 
would continue well into 1961, 
which ought to mean more fa- 
vorable financing conditions for 
home buyers in the months 
ahead.” 


Ownership Broader. 


An analysis of the quarter’s 
purchases disclosed a three to 
one ratio in the number of FHA 
mortgages bought compared to 
VA, with 13,927 valued at $169,- 
100,000 acquired, contrasted with 
only 4790 GI loans valued at 
$63,200,000. These purchases, 
covered properties located “in 42 
states and Puerto Rico. 

A highlight of the report shows 
that all major segments of the 
home finance industry continue 
to participate in the FNMA pro- 
gram. A breakdown of the 658 
sellers that sold mortgages to 
the association during the quar- 
ter shows that 489 mortgage 
companies (74 per cent) led the 
list, followed by 116 banks and 
trust companies (18 per cent), 
41 savings and loan associations 
(6 per cent), and 12 insurance 
companies (2 per cent). 

The report also showed a con- 
tinued broadening of the base of 
private ownership in the corpo- 
ration during the quarter, with 
7094 stockholders holding 688,- 
800 shares of FNMA common 
stock on Sept. 30, compared with 
6714 holding 641,552 shares at the 
end of the previous quarter. 
(The agency’s common stock is 
originally issued only to sellers 
of mortgages to FNMA but it is 
freely transferable thereafter.) 

During the quarter the asso- 
ciation borrowed $244,000,000 in

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‘PROBLEM IN LATIN AMERICA 


--Neither U.S. Guns Nor Dollars the Whole Answer 


Sympathy With Castro 
Only a Symptom of Rev- 
elution in Submerged 
Nine-Tenths of People. 


LARGE-SCALE 
PLAN NEEDED 


Drastic Action Indicated 
to Halt Deterioration of 
Washington’s Position 
—Time Growing Short.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. 


AT AN INTERNATIONAL meet- 
ing in Buenos Aires recently, a 
group of delegates and their hosts 
were attending a large cocktail 
party. A delegate observed that the 
servants passing out cocktails were 
busy with another mission: they 
were handing out pro-Castro litera- 
ture to the guests. 

This is a small incident, but it 
points up the rapid deterioration of 
the position of the United States in 
all of Latin America in recent 
years. While, through traditional 
diplomacy, Washington has been 
Carrying on relations with the elite 
at the top, a revolution has been 
stirring the submerged nine-tenths 
of the population. 


Castro is one symptom of that revolu- 
tion, and the widespread sympathy for the 
Castro regime and the “reforms” in Cuba 
may be taken as evidence of deep-seated 
changes that make doubtful any orderly 
transition south of the border. For all the 
urgency of other trouble areas—Berlin, the 
drain on gold reserves, the revamping of 
the NATO military force in Europe—it is 
increasingly apparent that Latin America 
is perhaps the No. 1 problem facing the 
United States and its new President. 


AS A RESULT of years of neglect and 
failure to perceive what was happening, 
a tide had begun to run against this coun- 
try long before Castro. The Cuban revolu- 
tion, now allied with the Communist bloc, 
has given it great impetus. In an article 
in the current Look magazine, Adlai E. 
Stevenson offers a diagnosis of the trouble, 
based on his extended tour of Latin Amer- 
ica last spring. He says of the Castro-in- 
spired campaign against the United States: 


“By now all the old Cuban ambassa- 
dors have been replaced by aggressive 
young revolutionaries; as a result, Rus- 
sia, which has only three embassies and 
one legation below the border, now has 
a base of operations in every country. 
With Communist aid and trade increas- 
ing and influence spreading, most Latin 
leaders would be more concerned at 
Communist propaganda transmitters in 
Cuba than rocket bases. Already the 
Communist bloc is broadcasting over 120 
hours a week to Latin America, including 
even an hour a day in Quechua, the lan- 
guage of the Andean Indians. The broad- 
casts don’t mention Communism or 
collectivization; instead they preach land 
reform, social justice, progressive taxa- 
tion, industrialization. ‘The days of the 
oppressors,’ they say, ‘are numbered.’” 


Even if the new adininistration could 
persuade all of the members of the Organ- 
ization of American States to break rela- 
tions with Cuba—and this is highly doubt- 
ful because of popular support for the 
Castro regime in several countries — it 
would be only a partial answer. The great 
tide of change, based on smoldering dis- 
content and related to the revolutionary 
changes that have occurred elsewhere in 
the world, will not be reversed by such a 
move. 

The realization is growing that what is 
mecessary is a large-scale, determined, 
long-range effort based on a frank recog- 
nition of what has been happening. There 
are those who believe that Stevenson is 
best equipped to direct such an effort, if 
a post could be found for him, perhaps in 
the White House, that would not cut across 
the lines of authority of the Secretary of 
State. Stevenson is the most widely re- 
spected American south of the border and 
he has shown the surest grasp of what 
must be done and the urgéncy of action. 


IN SUCH a post Stevenson might spend 
up to half his time traveling in the Latin 
American countries. His very appointment 
would be a mark of the high importance 
that the new President places on Latin 
America. Repeatedly on his tour in the 
spring, Stevenson was shown remarkable 
evidence of the regard in which he is held, 
and not merely by the few at the top.

relations with the Latins, this must come 
as a shock and surprise, as did the attacks 
on Vice President Nixon when he toured 
Latin America. But the feeling manifested 
has been developing for years. 

This reporter has received from a United 
States business man in one of the larger 
South American countries a series of re- 
ports on what is wrong. For obvious rea- 
sons the man does not wish to be identi- 
fied, but his long experience in Latin 
America commands respect for his diag- 
nosis. Some of the points he makes are 
as follows: 


1. The ambassador and most of his 
staff are unable to speak the language. 
They spend most of their time with the 
elite who speak English and therefore 
they have little opportunity to know what 
the mass of the people is thinking or 
feeling. Too often our representatives’ 
attitude, not too well concealed, is that 
they have been shunted off to a part of 
the world that is not too important and 
where they cannot hope to advance their 
careers. 

2. The loan program intended to help 
raise the standard of living of the masses 
has been late in starting. It is hedged 
around with technicalities and bureau- 
cratic entanglements both on the United 
States and on the local side. The new 
administration will have to shake up the 
program radically if it is to achieve 
anything like the momentum called for 
by the urgency of the situation. 

3. United States propaganda, while 
good in some respects, has been far too 
limited. We have been using a trifle 
when we should have been employing 
every possible resource to tell our story 
and spread the word of what the United 
States has been doing and means to do 
in the future in Latin America. Part of 
the doubt about United States intentions 
and the skepticism over United States 
motives come from the fact that over 
the years the British and French semi- 
official news services have supplied Latin 
American newspapers with a compara- 
tively low-cost news report. This has 
been heavily slanted against the United 
States, with unfavorable news played up 
and favorable news ignored or played 
down. It would be hard to exaggerate the 
long-term effect of this influence in shap- 
ing attitudes toward the United States. 

4. United States business men have too 


often seemed to be interested only in a 
quick return—in getting in, making as 
much as possible and getting out again. 
They have been reluctant or unwilling to 
take citizens of the country into associa- 
tion or to train them for any but the low- 
liest jobs. While this viewpoint is 
changing, the change has been much too 
slow. 


THIS IS sufficient to indicate what a 
drastic revision must be carried out if 
this country is to make a real effort to 
lift the level of living in Latin America 
and put the relationship between North 
and South America on a workable basis. 
President-elect John F. Kennedy has said 
that he means to try to send to foreign 
posts only those who speak the language of 
the country. That will mean a great re- 
cruitment of new personnel, which is even 
now beginning. 


He has said also that he will try to 
raise the level of ambassadoria/ salaries 
so that it will not be necessary to send 
rich men to fill posts where the pay and 
allowances do not cover the cost of the 
post.

from dry rot in the past eight years. 
Some able men have left it. While there 
have been good men in many Latin 
American embassies and _ consulates, 
they have been too few. A major task is 
ahead in revitalizing the Foreign Service 
not only for Latin America but for other 
areas as well, 


This raises the question of time. Steven- 
son quotes Jose Figueres, former presi- 
dent of Costa Rica and ‘‘a gallant demo- 
cratic leader of the hemisphere,” as telling 
him that there is now only a 50-50 chance 
of saving South America. The non-political 
prime minister of Peru, Pedro Beltran, 
said: ‘With millions of landless Indians 
and the miserable masses in our slums 
waking up, violence is not far off. We have 
perhaps five years to raise the standard of 
living.” 

CASTRO’S CUBA might be described as 
the fuse that threatens to set off the vast 
explosive force of Latin America although 
the elite rarely seems aware of the peril. 
Secretary of State Christian A. Herter be- 
lieves that nothing of a dramatic nature

White Pupils’ Boycott 


Over School Integration 


Causes Stalemate With 


Legal Appeals Affording Means of Long Delay— 
First Test in Five-State Hard Core of Southern 
Resistance to Supreme Court’s 1954 Decision.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 19. 


SCHOOL INTEGRATION, moving across the South with decreasing 
speed, has hit a roadblock here in Louisiana, specifically in New Orleans. 
The issue centers around the old question of state rights, emphatically 
declared by the Louisiana Legislature. To the federal authority that says 
white schools must be opened to Negroes, Louisiana has said no. 


Louisiana is one of five states that con- 
stitute the hard core of opposition to inte- 
gration, and its action in the present 
situation may provide guidance for the 
other four. Certainly developments are 
being watched with interest by Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia and South Carolina. In 
Georgia, integration is to be tried on a 
token basis next September, but in the 
others not even that much is in the plan- 
ning stage. 


AN UNUSUAL ASPECT of the New Or- 
leans situation is the direct opposition of 
the Legislature to the federal judiciary. In 
most judicial and administrative conflicts 


~ since the Supreme Court integration de- 


cision of 1954, there has been room in which 
something could give, In the present situ- 
ation, the line has been drawn so sharply 
there is little room for maneuvering. 

To a New Orleans native, United States 
District Judge J. Skelly Wright, has fallen 


the historic role of signing integration or- 
ders in the name of the United States. The 


» Legislature has replied with resolutions 


and laws to block the integration of the 
schools he ordered. 


To enforce court orders there are deputy 
United States marshals and, in an extreme 
situation, troops. Another arm of enforce- 
ment is the police, and in New Orleans 
Judge Wright found the police on his side 
of the argument, though without enthusi- 
asm for their part. 


The New Orleans police made the big 
difference in the events of the past week, 
after the New Orleans Board of Educa- 
tion accepted token integration rather 
than close the schools. 


It was argued, to be sure, that the police 
did not “enforce integration’; they were 
on the scene only to preserve law and 
order, It was argued that integration ac- 
tually was enforced by the deputy mar- 
shals who escorted four Negro girl first- 
graders into two school buildings. That is 
to beg the realities. 


ANOTHER ARM of law enforcement au- 
thority, the state police, was used sparingly 
on the side of the state. In that role the 
troopers were not permitted to bear their 
firearms. Seventy-five were ordered by the 
Legislature to go to New Orleans school 
principals last Monday and direct them to 
keep their schools closed, by state author- 
ity. 

The principals had been directed other- 
wise, by federal authority, and their in- 
structions from their employer, the Board 
of Education, were to open the schools, 
which they did. Other schools over the 
state were closed that day in line with 
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Public College for St. Louis Area a Step Nearer

Strong support appeared to be building 
up this week behind the effort to set up 
a public college in. the St. Louis area. 
Whether the support was strong enough 
to get a state-wide enabling act through 
the Legislature was not certain. The need 
seemed clear enough. 

Establishment by law of a “St. Louis 
College District’ was indorsed at Hotel 
Sheraton-Jefferson Wednesday by some 600 
delegates brought together by the St. Louis- 
St. Louis county White House Conference 
on Education. 

That indorsement and some 14 other rec- 
ommendations approved by the delegates 
gave new force to the report made last 
January by the Committee on Higher Edu- 
cational Needs of Metropolitan St. Louis. 
Mrs. Aaron Fischer of St. Louis headed 
the committee. 


NOT CONTENT with indorsing the Fisch- 
er report, the White House group added a 
recommendation that the state be asked 
to put a branch of the University of Mis- 
souri in the St. Louis metropolitan area. 

The college district plan, starting with 
a two-year college but later expanding to 
four years, would require local tax sup- 
port. A university branch would not. Pos- 
sibly the St. Louis solution will include 
both a junior college district and a four- 
year university branch, it was said. 

In any event, the study published earlier 
this year by the Fischer committee docu- 
mented beyond doubt that the St. Louis 
area—the city and county, and adjacent 
counties in Missouri and Illinois—would 
share fully in the expected national in- 
crease in the number of young people 
seeking college educations. | 

Analysis of the St. Louis area’s require- 
ment indicated that by 1973 the number 
knocking at college doors might be more 
than twice what it was in 1958. It was 
evident that high tuition costs were keeping 
many out. = 
“Every effort should be made to pre 

{ 


vent the waste of our most important 
community resource, Our young men and 
women,” the Fischer committee reported 
to its parent group, the Governor’s Com- 
mittee on Education Beyond the High 
School. 


“We should not fail to provide them with 
adequate opportunities for the development 
of their fullest intellectual powers or a 
chance to seek satisfying and productive 
careers.” 


Last summer the Governor’s Committee, 
which is headed by President Elmer Ellis 
of the University of Missouri and the Very 
Rev. Paul C. Reinert S.J., president of St. 
Louis University, named a subcommittee 
to draft a bill for setting up junior col- 
leges in Missouri. 

The chairman of the drafting committee, 
Ward E. Barnes, superintendent of the 
Normandy School District, made public 
yesterday a copy of the proposed enabling 
legislation. It has been approved by its 
sponsors and will be introduced in the 
Legislature in January. 

“We think the climate in the Legislature 
is very good,” Barnes told the Post-Dis- 
patch. “The people in Missouri are gen- 
erally quite aware of the need. We think 
this is the answer so far as junior col- 
leges are concerned.” 


UNDER the proposed law, any public 
school district.or combination of two or 
more districts would be empowered by 
the state to organize a junior college 
district, provided it went through certain 
procedures and met standards imposed by 
the State Board of Education. 

It would be necessary for 5 per cent of 
the number of voters taking part in the last 
school election to sign a petition seeking 
the junior college district. The state board 
would then order an election at which the 
people would vote on the proposal and at 
the same time elect trustees. : 

Six trustees would be elected to head the 
junior college districts. Terms would ordi- 
narily be for six years. The district would 


provide junior college courses, collect fees. 
The State Board of Education would be 
responsible for accreditation. 

As for financing, the junior college dis- 
trict in major urban areas could impose a 
tax of 10 cents on each $100 assessed valu- 
ation without voter approval. A district 
would receive $200 a year in state funds 
for each student, approximately a third of 
the estimated $600 cost per pupil. 


BARNES’S drafting committee included 
A. L. Crow, superintendent of schools at 
Kirkwood; Miles Blim, dean of the Kansas 
City Junior College; Oscar A. Ehrhardt, 
member of the St. Louis Board of Education 
and secretary of the St. Louis Labor Coun- 
cil; Byron Masterson, superintendent of 
schools at Kennett, and Roi Wood, super- 
intendent of Joplin schools. 


“Under present laws,” Barnes explained, 
“any approved school district can expand 
its program to include grades 13 and 14. 
Our proposal will make it possible for dis- 
tricts to band together to set up a junior 
college, and provide for a degree of state 
support.” 

Barnes said the proposed legislation con- 
tained safeguards that would permit the 
State Board of Education to discourage 
establishment of junior colleges in places 
where they were not needed, or where 
there was no tax support for them. 

The proposed junior colleges would have 
much lower tuition fees than the new Uni- 
versity of Missouri Normandy Residence 
Center in Barnes’s school district. The 
center, opened this fall, costs students $450 
to $540 a year, 7 


PRESIDENT ELLIS of the University 
of Missouri, co-chairman with Father Rein- 
ert of the Governor’s Committee on Edu- 
cation Beyond the HighSchool, expressed 
the view that the junior college bill had a 
good chance of becoming law. 


“The state needs five gr six more junior 


colleges than it has,” he said. “The great 
advantage of the junior college is. that the 
student can attend college while living at 


home, and this is much less expensive.” 

Ellis said that when and if St. Louis 
developed a four-year college program it 
should be a branch of the state university, 
but a junior college under local control 
had many advantages. The proposed Mis- 
souri plan, he said, is similar to programs 
already in effect in California, Illinois and 
Texas. 


St. Louis Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey, like Ellis, stressed the 
point that it is cheaper to attend college 
while living at home. 

Hickey added that there were large num- 
bers of prospective college students who 
could not possibly afford to attend unless 
they had jobs. A St. Louis-situated public 
college would offer this class of student a 
better chance because of the richer em- 
ployment opportunities in a metropolitan 
center. 


BEFORE MAKING its recommendations, 
the Fischer committee surveyed the post- 
high school plans of 12,000 seniors in 95 
high schools. It looked at the plans of 21 
institutions of higher learning, public and 
private, in this area. 

In 1958, the committee found, the St. 
Louis area college and university enroll- 
ment was about 27,000, or 24 per cent of the 
estimated total] population from 18 to 21 
years of age. By 1973 the figure might rise 
to 84,000, or about 38 per cent.” | 


Against the ‘possible increase of 58,000 
in 15 years, the committee found that St. 
Louis area colleges and universities planned 
to provide only 12,500 additional “‘spaces” 
by 1965. It was apparent something more 
had to be done. ’ 

“‘We are staggered by the enormous pro- 
portions of the job we must undertake in 
this community,” said the committee. 

In the aftermath of the White House Con- 
ference held here last week, there was con- 
siderable awareness of the problem’s di- 
mensions and a promise that action — 


limited, but in the right direction—might 
be taken, 


holiday declared by the state superintend- 
ent of education, 

The state police retired from the arena 
and were not seen again. 

Local acceptance of token integration 
was signified by the school board’s accept- 
ance of the federal court order, and the 
use of the New Orleans police, with the 
approval of a sympathetic mayor, was in 
line with that acceptance. 


With three little Negro girls going to 
one school, and one to another school, 
accompanied by United States marshals 
under the eyes of policemen on hand in 
force, integration seemed to have been 
accomplished—in any case a start of it. 
But when white parents kept their chil- 
dren out of those schools, leaving the 
Negro children almost to themselves, a 
stalemate began to develop. 


There were memorable scenes in front 
of the school buildings as the little girls 
were escorted in and out. White persons 
were kept at a distance without difficulty, 
as the policemen carried out their orders. 


BUT THE LEGISLATURE was in ses- 
sion at Baton Rouge, with members of 
the House and Senate evidently trying to 
outdo each other, oratorically, in cham- 
pioning state rights. 

One explanation offered for the Legis- 
lature’s extreme position was that the out- 
state members were afraid that, if integra- 
tion were allowed to gain a toehold in New 
Orleans, the rest of the state would be the 
next target, 

In the words of one segregationist at a 
mass meeting here: “‘Token integration 
means total integration, and total integra- 
tion means disaster.” 


Looking to the future, several courses 
of action will permit the marking of time 
by all who want to mark time. Judge 
Wright’s latest orders can be tested up 
the ladder of appeal, with resulting delay, 
for it is agreed that he broke new legal 
ground in enjoining the whole Legislature, 
the Governor, and other state officials 
from interfering with his stair-step plan 
for integration, beginning with the first 
grade and moving up one grade a year. 


Another weapon in the hands of the 
state is the power of the purse, the power 
to withhold financial aid from the New. Or- 
leans school board. The House of Repre- 
sentatives took action this week to prevent 
the board from raising money for itself 
in the form of loans in anticipation of taxes. 
The House adopted a resolution putting 
banks and other lending institutions on 
notice that the board had been ‘‘addressed 
out of office’ by the Legislature—fired, 
that is. Judge Wright nullified that, but no 
bank is likely to risk litigation for the 
privilege of making a loan. 


WHATEVER THE OUTCOME of the 
present phase of the controversy, plans do 
not call for transfer of any more Negro 
children to white schools this year. The 
four integration pioneers were chosen from 
among 137 Negro first-graders for whom 
transfers were requested. Five were se- 
lected after careful screening, by means 
of psychological and ability tests, but the 
parents of one backed out at the last mo- 
ment. 

The system of application for transfer, 
followed by tests, is based on the pupil 
placement plan adopted by the school board 
last month. It is similar to a placement 
plan used in other Southern states which 
give local boards authority to assign cer- 
tain pupils to certain schools. Constitu- 
tionality of the plan has been upheld by 
United States Supreme Court. 


A side effect of the Louisiana integra- 
tion dispute has been delay of two years 
in the school board’s building program, 
’ because prospective purchasers of $10,- 
000,000 worth of building bonds set an in- 
terest rate the board considered too 
high. This was a price of uncertainty. 


References to various actions by the 
New Orleans school board apply to only 
four of its five members. One of them, 
Emile A. Wagner Jr:, has stood firm for 
closing the schools rather than acquiesc- 
ing in even token integration. He has been 
an articulate spokesman for the opposition.

The marvelously close margin by which 
Senator Kennedy won the presidential elec- 
tion constitutes a mandate for demonstrating 
to the world that the United States is indeed 
united and not divided into two almost equal 
segments with respect to foreign policy and 
the pursuit of peace. President-elect Kennedy 
should move promptly and positively in this 
direction. His statements and. actions thus 
far support the opinion that he thoroughly 
understands the problem. 

Mr. Kennedy demonstrated a will to har- 
mony when he united the Democratic party 
after the nomination by persuading Senate 
Majority Leader Johnson of Texas to become 
his vice-presidential running mate. After the 
election he lost no time in calling upon Vice 
President Nixon, assuring the country and 
the world that he held no ill-will and that he 
hoped for non-partisan support in appropri- 
ate fields. 

Mr. Nixon, for his part, received the Presi- 
dent-elect graciously; Mr. Nixon’s stature has 
grown in defeat. Whether the Vice President 
would, or should, accept a post in the new 
administration is a question about which there 
has been speculation. The answer depends 
on Mr. Nixon’s personal decision as to his fu- 
ture. Mr. Nixon could not accept such ap- 
pointment, in the event of an offer, if he 
chooses to remain in politics. 

The Vice President is the titular head of 
the Republican party and in the interest of 
invigorating the two-party system might well 
consider it his primary duty to assert his 
leadership. Some of his backers are urging 
him to return to California, possibly as the 
head of an educational institution, and pre- 
pare to run for Governor in 1962. This would 
give him a strong political base. 


Assuming Mr. Nixon is out of the picture, 
Senator Kennedy could exert a healing bi- 
partisanship by appointing Republicans to top- 
level positions where such assignments would 
not: conflict with his own policy. There are 
reports that Under Secretary of State Dillon 
may be asked to serve as Secretary of the 
Treasury, for example. This would be a fine 
appointment; Mr. Dillon also could be asked 
to co-ordinate economic assistance programs, 
where his talents would be equally useful. 
Secretary of Defense Gates, who has made a 
good record in the Pentagon, could be asked 
to remain. William McChesney Martin Jr. 
could be asked to stay on as Chairman of-the 
Federal Reserve Board. 


Such appointments would be impressive at 
home and abroad. But there is another ele- 
ment, potentially the most important of all, 
that must figure in the discussion. That is 
the future role of President Eisenhower. Mr. 
Eisenhower occupies a unique place in history. 
He is held in the most profound respect at 
home and around the world. He is intimately 
identified with the cause of peace. And since 
the pursuit of peace is the primary task of 
today’s leaders, it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Eisenhower will continue to lend his great 
prestige to the effort. 


There may be practical difficulties in the 
way. Mr. Eisenhower is 70 years old, and if 
he now wishes to retire from public life there 
are few who would say that he has not earned 
a full measure of ease. Having commanded 
the world’s greatest armies and having served 
eight years in the White House, he might not 
consider it his duty to take a permanent sub- 
ordinate position under a Democrat only 43 
years old. The President has announced, 
however, that he and Mrs. Eisenhower hope 
to travel abroad, and he might well be willing 
to undertake these journeys as an ambassa- 
dor of good will. 

« + . 

Suggestions have been made from time to 
time that the Government would be well-ad- 
vised to set up a special division, perhaps a 
Department of Peace, to handle disarmament 
and allied programs. This would merit the 
strongest presidential support. It would be 
adequately staffed, provided with an adequate 
budget, and headed by a top-level administra- 
tor. Such a demonstrably earnest attempt to 
find peaceful solutions would be applauded 
universally in the free world, especially among 
the under-developed and neutralist nations. It 
would not interfere with the work of the 
United Nations. We strongly urge Mr. Kenne- 
dy to consider it; in the campaign he pointed 
out how few persons were employed by the 
government in an attempt to solve the prob- 
lems of peace. 


It goes without saying that the ideal person 
to head such a Department would be Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. But if this is not possible, 
the choice should be made from among those 
who are qualified to be Secretary of State. 
The job is a big one, and the man who fills it 
should have commensurate stature. And it 
must be clear that he represents the Ameri- 
can will to peace, and not just the precepts 
of either party.

Mr. Kennedy’s Defense Problem 


The situation in the Caribbean, where pos- 
sibility of limited military action with conven- 
tional weapons is infinitely greater than pos- 
sibility of nuclear warfare, points to an out- 
standing defense weakness. The nation has 
been relying too much on massive nuclear 
deterrence at the expense of ability to stamp 
out a brushfire war before it could become a 
conflagration, 


Charles E. Wilson, President Eisenhow- 
er’s first Defense Secretary, believed the na- 
tion’s basie military policy was to “maximize 
air power and minimize the foot soldier.” Two 
Army Chiefs of Staff and several other top 
generals resigned from the service because 
they felt limited war capacity was so badly 
neglected. The present Army Chief of Staff, 
Gen. Lyman Lemnitzer, presented a strong 
case before Congress recently and as a result 
steps are being taken to provide something 
like adequate troop airlift and the most ur- 
gently needed modern weapons. But nearly 
all of these tools are still on the drawing 
boards, in various stages of development or 
in small-scale production. So our air trans- 
port, composed largely,of obsolescent planes, 
cannot convey even one of our 14 Army divi- 
sions to a trouble spot with the speed that 
is necessary. 

As Adm. Arleigh Burke told Congress last 
March, “limited rather than general war is 
the most likely future combat condition.” 
Yet, if this nation lacks the forces to handle 
such an emergency, it may any day face the 
dilemma of yielding to arn aggressor or con- 
fronting him with massive nuclear weapons. 

On Jan. 20, when John F. Kennedy replaces 
one of the world’s most celebrated generals, 
Mr. Kennedy will face the staggering problem 


of deciding what to do that Mr. Eisenhower 
has not done to strengthen our defenses. 

It is encouraging to learn that the commit- 
tee headed by Senator Symington of Missouri 
is well along in its preparation of a defense 
reorganization plan for Mr. Kennedy’s con- 
sideration. Mr. Symington was in conference 
with the President-elect over the weekend in 
Florida. He is said to be proposing, among 
other things, a further concentration of power 
in the hands of the Secretary of Defense. If 
Mr. Kennedy approves the plans legislation 
could be placed before Congress even before 
he is inaugurated. It is to be hoped Congress 
will study the proposals carefully, but without 
delay. 


Free Time and Hard Cash 


Preliminary reports indicate that the grant 
of free television time for the “great debates” 
did not halt the rising cost of political cam- 
paigns. The new Congress undoubtedly will 
want to review the laws on campaign spending. 

Congress is obliged to take another look at 
its television debate law, for it was adopted 
for only the 1960 campaign, as a kind of ex- 
periment. All the law did was to relieve 
broadcasters from having to grant equal time 
to minor parties. The TV industry then pro- 
vided free time for the major presidential 
candidates. 

Just before the election the Republicans re- 
ported that they had spent $1,000,000 for TV 
time. This was an incomplete figure; never- 
theless, G.O.P. spokesmen thought their TV 
costs were running slightly below those of 
1956. 

Yet total campaign costs were soaring high- 
er than ever. Reports for the first eight 
months of the year by both parties showed 
expenditures of $6,712,000, but this is only a 
modest reflection of total spending. Matthew 
McCloskey, treasurer of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, suspects that the two par- 
ties spent 54 to 72 millions. The New York 
Times estimates the total for federal, state 
and local campaigns at considerably above 100 
millions, perhaps even 200 millions. 

These are, at best, only guesses. Nobody 
knows the total campaign spending because 
there are sO many committees involved in the 
spending and so many loopholes in the fed- 
eral law governing the spending. The $5000 
limit on individual contributions does not pre- 
vent individuals from contributing such sums 
to several committees. The proliferation of 
committees provides a detour around the 
$3,000,000 limit for any one committee. 

If the great debates did not materially re- 
duce the cost of campaigning, it was not the 
broadcasters’ fault. They did their part, vol- 
untarily. And if they had offered even more 
free time, the evidence suggests that the 
campaigners would have absorbed it without 
reducing their expensive competition to reach 
the people. 

Congress has been urged repeatedly to es- 
tablish more realistic limits for campaign 
spending, and to stop up the holes in the 
law. If party leaders are finally convinced 
that the spending is wasteful and exorbitant, 
they have ready access to Congress. The na- 
tional chairmen of both parties are Senators— 
Democrat Henry Jackson of Washington and 
Republican Thruston Morton of Kentucky. 
These two men are fully competent to urge 
campaign spending reforms on the basis of 
hard experience. 


Respite in New Orleans 

The week-long respite in the New Orleans 
struggle over integration should be the occa- 
sion for some second-thoughts on the part of 
those who are violently opposing admittance 
of Negroes to public schools. It is fortunate 
that previously scheduled teachers’ meetings 
and the Thanksgiving holidays will provide 
time for tempers to cool. By Friday the white 
boycott of the schools was so effective that 
nearly half of the 36,000 pupils were absent. 
The Legislature, the School Board and the 
Federal Court are. involved in complex ma- 
neuverings, but the root of the trouble is easy 
to discern. It is in the disgraceful attitude 
of those parents and children who are engag- 
ing in a fight against the inevitable. Let us 
hope that before the week is up they decide 
to end this sorry performance and abide by 
the laws of the United States. 


Cleveland’s Transit Example 


Some form of public ownership is the only 
practical device in sight, we are convinced, 
for preventing Public Service Co.’s continu- 
ously-shrinking transit operation from disap- 
pearing altogether. The company has lost 
more than two-thirds of its riders since the 
end of World War Il. If it gets all or even 
a part of the thirteenth postwar rate rise 
now under consideration by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission, patronage inevitably 
will decline even more, thereby creating the 
need for still higher fares. 

With public ownership, fare box revenues 
now earmarked for taxes and dividends could 
be employed for service improvements that 
might halt or even reverse the downward 
trend of riding, as has been done in Cleve- 
land where transit is publicly owned. A 
graphic report on Cleveland’s reasonably 
happy experience under public ownership is 
included in today’s PICTURES section; we 
recommend it especially to members of the 
Board of Aldermen who are considering mu- 
nicipal ownership in St. Louis. 

Cleveland has its transit problems; public 
ownership is no panacea. But by and large 
the Cleveland system is substantially superior 
to that in St. Louis—it is more modern, it pro- 
vides better service and its fares are iower, 
In short, it is a rich asset to the city, not a 
problem-child. There is no reason to believe 
public ownership could not be equally as suc- 
cessful here. Why do not the Aldermen give 
the people a chance to decide for themselves? 


Hats Off in Hyannis 


From what we have just read in Women’s 
Wear Daily the big news of the presidential 
election involves Senator Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts only incidentally. This enterprising 
journal tells us that “Seventh Avenue is 
aglow” with excitement over the fact that in 
Mrs. Kennedy “American fashion has a win- 
ner.” People are naming garments after 
“Jackie” right and left, it seems. The hope is 
confidently expressed that Mrs. Kennedy will 
wear American, not French, clothes at official 
White House functions. It is forecast that 
she may become a “trend-setter,” which ap- 
parently is something pretty important. The 
outlook is not all rosy, however. It is fore- 
ported with obviously raised eyebrows. that 
‘millinery was glaringly absent” among mem- 
bers of the Kennedy clan at Hyannis.

Senator Kennedy patently does not 
believe that neutrality is a symptom 
of mental backwardness in nations or 
that a people makes progress only as 
its way of life becomes visibly more 
American. 

Although Senator Kennedy now in- 
tends to spend most of his time in 
Washington, it may be that his plans 
for a devastating shake-up in the For- 
eign Service, inspired by his own ob- 
servation overseas and an absorbed 
reading of ‘‘The Ugly American,” will 
open the way to still further enlighten- 
ment. He has shown his distaste for 
an ambassador in Paris who “‘cannot 
negotiate with De Gaulle in French,” 
and for a Foreign Service intake 70 
per cent of which spoke no foreign 
language. 

Through the more sensitive tentacles 
with which he means to reach out 
from the White House, Senator Ken- 
nedy may himself learn new things de- 
structive of the old, bland assump- 
tions, 

He may find that his “pleas for de- 
mocracy”’ cannot hope to be umpres- 
sively audible in those newly-liberated 
nations now discover the inade- 
quacy of the systems left to them by 
European overlords, 

It might then appear that the Un- 
committed are primarily concerned to 
develop political and social systems 
of their own, with indigenous roots, 
and then an era of rational co-exist- 
ence might conceivably dawn. 

The point about Senator Kennedy is 
that he is young, original and open 
to new ideas as no Republican could 
be. 

He will not worry unduly about his 
mandate, being entitled to guess that 
many Americans who voted against 
him did so because he is a Catholic 
or because President Eisenhower at- 
tacked him in one last, amazing burst 
of political ardor, or for other rea- 
sons equally unrelated to his call for 
an American revival. 

He has about him a gifted team 
which has been biting its nails through 
eight years of frustration,

ly born in the twentieth century has 
claimed the first seat of the mighty 
in the free world.

The chief of the New York Times 
London Bureau has written a superb ac- 
count, which may well be accepted as 
the standard work on the subject. Middle- 
ton’s reputation as a topflight reporter 
guarantees accuracy, excellent narrative 
“and mature and informed judgment: In 
addition, as one of his sources he is able 
to draw upon his own diary. Middleton 
covered the battle for the Associated 
Press. So this is history by a fine writer 

*who observed the events described at 
first hand and from top vantage points. 
“The result is objective reporting. But 
shistorian Middleton has wisely not 
squeezed out the profound admiration he 
felt as a reporter for the British people 
,and the way they faced their ordeal. For 
this too is most definitely part of the 
record.

BOTH SIDES grossly exaggerated 
their opponents’ losses, but whereas this 
falsification—which may not have been de- 
liberate on either side—helped the British 
it hurt the Germans. The British sorely 
needed those wonderful daily reports of 
huge German losses—usually given as at 
least three to one—to boost their morale; 
whereas the same claims in reverse mere- 
ly deluded the Germans the more. 


Actually, as Middleton shows’ with 
exact figures, there were many days when 
British losses of planes were only slightly 
less than the Germans’, and as they were 
numerically inferior in total strength they 
were less able to stand the rate of attri- 
tion than the attackers, 

What then on the British side saved the 
day when even official Washington, not 
to mention Hitler, thought their situation 
hopeless? Middleton lists four principal 
military reasons. 

The first is the possession of radar, 
whith the Germans very stupidly had 
neglected. The second was the technical 
superiority of the Spitfires and Hurri- 


canes, armed as they were with eight. 


machine guns and being faster than the 
Messerschmitts. These, combined with 
the superior professional skill of the 
R.A.F. pilots and the flexibility both of 
the command system and of fighting tac- 
tics, gave the margin of victory. 

AND HERE LET US GIVE credit 
where credit is due, but all too easily 
forgotten. The credit for the fact that 
these assets were ready for use at the 
critical moment when they were needed 
goes to the two governments of Baldwin 
and Chamberlain, so frequently described 
as the worst in British history. It was 
during the five-year period of spineless 
leadership and blindness to the Nazi 
menace that these tools of victory were 
being designed and produced. The year 
of grace which Munich gave Britain was 
just long enough for her to equip her 
squadrons with the Spitfires and Hurri- 
canes, which had only gone into produc- 
tion in September 1938. 


Fabulous Count’s Further Experiences

MUCH ELSE can be found within 
these long, overbrimming chapters, in- 
cluding a brief but memorable confronta- 
tion with Frederick the Great in the 
Sans-Souci garden at Berlin.

Oh, For a Dash of Wildness!

THE AMERICAN short story these 
days is usually a competent production, 
often fairly slick. The first piece in the 
present collection, for example, describes 
in its opening sentence a fog that in the 
morning lies “‘cushioned against the door 
like an amiable, dissolute ghost left over 
from the night.” This is smooth, not 
deeply original, and of the type of writ- 
ing known as novelese. 

That sentence is from a Saturday Eve- 
ning Post story, but the tone is little dif- 
ferent from that of other pieces in the 
book, many of them from highbrow jour- 
nals. The subject matter is often com- 
monplace to match, as in “‘The Maid’s 
Shoes,” by Bernard Malamud, one of our 
finest writers of fiction, as his novel “The 
Assistant” shows.

Novel of Hindu Married Life 


A SILENCE OF DESIRE, by Kamala Markandaya. 
Day, 253 pgs., $4)

THIS AUTHOR, BRAHMIN-BORN, is one of India’s 
new group of writers who, avoiding politics, history and eco- 
nomics, are dealing with such elemental themes as birth, love, 
death, and so, at last, giving us better understanding of the 
middle-class man of the East. In her popular ‘‘Nectar in the 
Sieve” she dealt with the impoverished educated villager. Now 
it is the English-speaking government clerk who lives in a 
modern, city, eight-storied apartment house, ‘‘built around a 
courtyard where, symbolically, the sacred tulasi-plant still holds 
central spot.’’ 

The problem is a universal one of a self-satisfied husband 
who finds his comfortable marriage of 15 years suddenly falling 
apart. Dandekar has never bothered to delve into his pretty 
little Hindu-wife’s mind. He has taken her ‘‘quiet acquiescence 
in their intimate relationships” to mean satisfaction. He prides 
himself on being modern, He works all day in ah atmosphere 
of controversy. His fellow-workers, Indian Christians, are 
“zealous to mark the difference between the worship of God 
and idolatry. Cows, snakes, plants rank as idols while the 
statues and paintings in their churches do not.” 

He is glad to come home at night to the gentle Hindu wife 
who still makes offerings of rice before the tulasi-plant, and 
knows he is progressing in his job only as they move to lower, 
higher-priced rooms where “it is heaven not to have to carry 
the water-jars up eight flights of steps.” He is satisfied that 
she “‘still uses plantain-leaves for plates, leaving her time 
to sit at his feet chatting, while the more modern wives are 
washing their china ones at the courtyard tap.”” He is only 
vaguely troubled that she still seeks out a swami to cure her 
ills instead of going to the big city hospital to a doctor. He 


denies himself bus-rides and lunches to buy her rose-water 
and bangles. 


SUCH A TINY INCIDENT then as her not being home 
for supper one night shatters this pleasant world. A rejected 
caress rouses suspicions. Dandekar discusses his troubles with 
everyone but the wife herself. There is a deluge of voices— 
some very humorous, some advising modern divorce, others 
an old-fashioned Indian beating, When finally Dandekar dis- 
covers his wife’s tragic secret he is too warped to accept the 
truth. Skillfully the author compares the husband torn between 
his Western rationalism and Hindu beliefs, and the wife who 
had found such strength and calm clinging to her faith. 

Essentially, however, this story, simply and beautifully writ- 
ten, is a psychological study of the effect of silences between 
husbands and wives that lead to loss of desire. 


What Civil War Means 


TRAGIC YEARS 1860-1865: A Documentary History of the 
American Civil War. By Paul M,. Angle and Earl Schenck 
Miers. (Simon and Schuster, 2 vols., 1097 pgs., $15.)

TWO OF AMERICA’S CONTEMPORARY histo- 
rians have combined their talents to present a documentary 
history of the War Between the States which differs from other 
such histories in that it covers the social and economic aspects 
of the period as well as the military. From this standpoint the 
work is a noteworthy addition to constantly swelling ranks 
of contemporary Civil War literature. 

The idea that the Civil War meant and still means many 
things to many people is substantiated by the contents of this 
two-volume work. The hot-headed passions which plunged the 
nation into civil war are well-illustrated in the documents of 
the first chapters as are the rather diverse and fuzzy rationali- 
zations used by participants as they attempted to find out 
exactly why they were embroiled in the conflict. 

In all the personal documents the reader is impressed with 
the sense of immediacy felt by the participants; there is rarely 
a sense of*detachment for neither soldiers nor civilians could 
remove themselves from the urgency of the times. The war 
was a personal thing and the editors of this history have 
succeeded better than most in getting that point across. 


THAT THE CIVIL WAR WAS INDEED a “profound 
social revolution” as the editors call it may be a moot point 
even today; certainly it was not to the participants. The last 
document in the work, recollections of Leander Stillwell, Sixty- 
first Illinois, is interesting in that it shows how unaware many 
soldiers were of the significance of the war they had just 
finished fighting: 

“So, the morning after my arrival (home), September 29th, 
I doffed my uniform of first lieutenant, put on some’ of my 
father’s old clothes, armed myself with a corn knife, and pro- 
ceeded to Wage war on the standing corn. The feeling I had 
while engaged in this work was sort of queer. It almost seemed, 
sometimes, as if I had been away only a day or two, and had 
just taken up the farm work where I had left off.” 

Just what the Civil War means, what place it has in the 
over-all panorama of United States history, is the kind of 
question which must be answered by Americans as individuals. 
“Tragic Years 1860-1865’’ will prove an invaluable aid to those 
Americans who want to find the answer,

 Jeremiad With Vision 


Blueprint for a Better Society 


GROWING UP ABSURD, by Paul Goodman. (Random House, 

296 pgs., $4.50.)

MR. GOODMAN’S THESIS is probably too primitive 
for today’s society of push-button knowledge, die-cut morality 
and jet-propelled abundance.. His fault (actually a virtue) is 
that he projects an atavistic concern for the basic Adam of 
humanity, his uniqueness, environment and potential for crea- 
tivity and nobility. Goodman’s book is both a jeremiad of what 
is wrong with American society and an optimistic vision of 
what can be done to rehabilitate it. 

On the negative side, the glib injunctions of belonging, con- 
forming and socializing have diluted the basic objective oppor- 
tunities and goals which make mature growing-up ,@ssible. 
Society lacks man’s work and honest public speech. “It thwarts 
aptitude and creates stupidity. It corrupts ingenuous patriotism. 
It corrupts fine arts. It shackles science. It dampens animal 
ardor. It discourages the religious convictions of Justification 
and Vocation, and it dims the sense that there is a Creation. 
It has no Honor. It has no Community.” 

Like others in recent times, Goodman exposes the false values 

of society, but unlike the Whytes or Packards, he provides a 
meaningful philosophy for his criticism. Society has lost its 
genius for inventing changes to satisfy the needs of the day. 
“The worst feature of our present organized system of doing 
things is its indirectness, its blurring of the object. The idea 
of directly addressing crying objective public needs, like shelter 
or education, and using our immense and indeed surplus re- 
sources to satisfy them, is anathema. For in the great inter- 
locking system of corporations people live not by attending to 
the job, but by status, role playing, and tenure, and they 
work to maximize profits, prestige or votes regardless of utility 
or even public disutility.” 
THE GREATEST VICTIMS of today’s ambiguous and 
imbalanced society are children. Adults are uneasy and ashamed 
of the world they have given their offspring to grow up in. 
“A grown-up may be cynical or resigned about his own con- 
venient adjustments, but he is by no means willing to see his 
children robbed of a worthwhile society.” It is not so much 
children who are delinquent, but society. Our educational 
system lacks concern with motivation, unblocking abilities, 
deep-rootedness of learning. The sense of imitiative, causality, 
and skill are discouraged. ‘‘Merit has become a trait of 
‘personality.’ Learning a possession of a Diploma. Usefulness 
a Union Card. Justification is Belonging.”’ 

The author defends his accusations with the scorn of an 
unerring iconoclast and the hope of an incorrigible humanist. 
Many social scientists and educators will undoubtedly find his 
book irritating, as well they might, for he is ever concerned 
with living man rather than his quantitative statistics, with 
correcting the shortcomings of society rather than accepting 
them. 

GOODMAN IS NO LESS PROVOCATIVE and 
stimulating when it comes to the positive side of society. Health 
and medicine have been steadily improving. Civil peace reigns, 
and people do have courage,, impatience with hypocrisy, and 
a persistent belief in democracy, Perhaps the author’s greatest 
contribution is his melioristic blueprinting of what has to be 
done to make a mature and dynamic future: e.g., total com- 
munity planning, where funds are spent for the public weal; 
an educating working force which has a voice in management; 
democratic town meetings, where individuals seek election only 
when they have a program; freedom of expression and experi- 
mentation! de facto and de jure equality of opportunity for all. 

The book is an intellectual feast, not for the cynic, but for 
the spirited who believe in man’s potential for self and societal 
improvement.

EDUCATION THE REALM of IDEAS 
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Plight of the City Art Museum 


Inadequacy of Mill Tax Funds Causes Program Paralysis 


By GEORGE McCUE 


THE NEW SCREEN at the City Art 
Museum's main entrance has for one of 
its elements a miniature bronze man 
figure, straining to grasp—and to do 
something with—a stone nearly as large 
as the man, 

In putting into the screen a host of 
little images, symbols and totems that 
have to do with the situation of man in 
life and art, sculptor Clark B. Fitz-Gerald 
did this panel so that the quality of strug- 
gle would be represented—man pitting 
his strength against monstrous obstacles, 
and somehow prevailing over obdurate 
resistance. This panel was given the 
title, “‘Prime Mover.” 

The small figure speaks, in a large and 
eloquent manner, for the museum itself. 
Now in its fifty-first year, and at the 
threshold of unprecedented opportunities, 
the museum is hard put to keep up 
routine operation, and hardly able at all 
to engage in a dynamic program. 

Following a long period of steady gains 
in attendance, the number of visitors fell 
off sharply in the last year—by 71,683. 
Although the museum has presented a 
number of special exhibitions that were 
well-chosen and of considerable interest, 
it has been a long time since it has put 
on a show of real magnitude. 
ATTENDANCE FIGURES can be 
over-emphasized, but they do represent a 
pulse-beat of museum activity and re- 
sponse by the public. 

In recent. years, the museum’s attend- 
ance went up steadily, from about 280,000 
in 1955 to more than 357,000 in the year 
ending April 30, 1959. The annual gain 
was at the rate of 11,000 to 50,000 visitors, 
and it was broken only by a minor de- 
Cline two years ago. 

But the falling-off in the year that ended 
last April was truly massive, bringing 
total attendance back to 285,661, or about 
what it was five years ago, Much of the 
decline can be blamed on the new 
practice of closing down on Mondays. 
On a pro-rata basis, the 48 extra days on 
which the museum was closed to the pub- 
lic would account for 51,168 of this loss, 
Director Charles Nagel said in the annual 
report released. 

There is a serious question involved 
here, and the Monday shutdown is more 
a@ symptom of it than a cause. The real 
problem is that the museum’s entire 
program has suffered badly from malnu- 
trition in the last couple of years. 

There are a number of standards for 
gauging museum operation—among them 
the condition of the building and its con- 
tents, the adequacy of the staff and of 
the salaries paid to it, the educational 
program, the number and caliber of 
special exhibitions, and the character of 
the program for adding to the permanent 
collections. 

The City Art Museum would rate high 
in its housekeeping, and higher than the 
community deserves, probably, in its staff 
work, for the salary levels are hardly 
commensurate with the loyalty that is re- 
turned for the paychecks. 


On special .exhibitions, we rate medium 
good, and on the acqeatien program we 
rate zero, 

THREE YEARS AGO, the museum 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Missouri Art Museum Law. Under this 


. 1907 provision, the city was enabled to 


levy a tax of one-fifth of a mill on the 
dollar valuation of all taxable property in 
the city to support the museum. 


One-fifth of a mill on the dollar is $1 
on each $5000 valuation. The revenue 
from this minuscule tax rate supported 
the museum well for a half-century, and 
the tax also supported an important idea 
—that an art museum is a public benefit 
and its maintenance a public responsi- 
bility. Because of this tax, the City Art 
Museum exhibitions have always been 
free to the public. 


For a long time, there were ample 
funds for a well-rounded program, and 
for the purchase of art works. The fact 
that most of these have multiplied in 
value shows that the acquisition program 
—when there was one—was administered 
with soundness and imagination. 


But for the last year, there has not been 
one dime left over from operating ex- 
penses to put into the fund for buying 
new art objects. Every item that has 
been added to the collections since Octo- 
ber, 1959, has been donated by private 
collectors, or bought from two endowed 
acquisition funds, or bought from con- 
tributions from the Friends of the City 
Art Museum. 


Income from Friends’ activities last 
year netted just over $30,000, and this 
group turned over another $6000 from its 
operation of the Museum Shop. The total 
makes a tidy sum, and the museum is 
almost pathetically grateful for the one 
whiff of unearmarked resources, but this 
is not real shopping ammunition. 
EXHIBITION COSTS have zoomed 
tremendously. Transportation and insur- 


ance of a large travelling exhibition have 
put big shows beyond the reach of all but 
the well-heeled museums. 


The tightness of acquisition and exhibi- 
tion money ties a museum director's 
hands and takes away his independence. 
The City Art Museum has been the bene- 
ficiary of the most generous aid from 
private gifts and from institutional sup- 
port of programs in the new auditorium, 
but it works under severe handicaps 
when it has to rely on this kind of aid 
for almost every move it makes. 


“Our museum,” Nagel wrote in his 
report, “has fallen between two stools of 
being fortunate in being tax supported, of 
being unfortunate in not being supported 
enough. The first takes it off the minds 
of those who might be supposed to be 
interested in it, the second prevents it 
doing adequately the job it is supremely 
fitted to do. . . . The museum has behind 
it more than half a century of a sturdy 
independence of spirit that has brought 
to St. Louis a large share of vital art 
experience. And it is this spirit above all 
that will take us forward and that de- 
serves the generous support of those who 
are interested in our city. and wish it 
well.”’ 

Somewhat more bluntly, the former 
director, Perry T. Rathbone, now head of 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, has said: 

“In the future, the quality and extent 
of every aspect of museum performance 
will rest upon the solution of the financial 
problem. No amount of idealistic thought, 
imaginative planning or specialized knowl- 
edge will quicken the future existence of 
our proud treasuries of art unless there 
is also that tangible asset essential to the 
job—hard cash.”’ 

The museum’s Board of Control is 
preparing to ask for a modest increase in 
the one-fifth mill tax. This should be 


pressed soon and with the utmost vigor, 
and the citizens of St. Louis owe it their 
enthusiastic support.

The Teacher and the Spark 


Negro School Director Makes Self-Help Program Work

GETTING CHILDREN TO DO 
their best in school is not easy, even 
when the children. are privileged and 
their parents well-educated and co-opera- 
tive. It is harder still when the children 
come from Negro slums and cannot be 
told, with quite the same degree of assur- 
ance, that the world is their oyster if 
only they can open it. 

Nevertheless, the task. of motivating 
the less privileged children can be accom- 
plished. This is being demonstrated in 
@ most encouraging way in the St. Louis 
public schools system, particularly in the 
two predominantly Negro groups of ele- 
mentary schools, Banneker and Turner 
Branch. Both have shown decisive results 
in raising the achievement of pupils. 

Banneker Group’s director, Samuel 
Shepard Jr., was singled out to receive 
the Page One Award of the St. Louis 
Newspaper Guild this year because of his 
vigorous and effective leadership. His 
group of 23 elementary schools serves 
the poorest part of the city, an area that 
includes the great Pruitt-Vaughn-Igoe 
housing complex. The Negro proportion 
in the school population is more than 
90 per cent. 


If Shepard, a Negro himself, had been 
jooking for excuses for lackluster per- 
formance, there were plenty at hand. 
He rejected them, and demanded instead 
that his district shoot for par. He made 
the point that if children of a minority 
race were to have real acceptance in an 
integrated school system, they would have 
to show they could compete on the same 
level. 

WHEN THE ST. LOUIS school 
system adopted the three-track system 
in high schools several years ago, it 
began giving ‘‘achievement tests’ to 
eighth graders to determine whether they 
were suited for the advanced, average 
or below average tracks in high school. 

Banneker eighth graders scored lowest 
among the five elementary school groups 
in the city. This was expected, but 
Shepard was determined to bring the level 
‘up. He had charts made, showing the 
relative standing of schools within the 
Banneker Group end the standing of the 

as a whole, in comparison with 
others in the city. 

In an action program that started in 
1957, Sacer held up this mirror of in- 
adequacy at meetings of principals, teach- 
ers and parents. He spoke frankly. He 
strove to get across to pupils the impor- 
tance of good study habits and the rela- 
tionship of education to getting a decent 
job in adult life. 

The results achieved by Shepard and 
his subordinates may be seen in a com- 
parison of how the Banneker Group 
eighth graders did in the Iowa Test of 
t : 


Basic Skills in the spring of 1958, and 
how they did two years later. These tests 
are given on a city-wide basis in the 
eighth month of the eighth year of school, 
so a score of 8.8 is par. 

In other words, if a child scores 8.8 

it means that he or she is doing the 
work the average child, in the city and 
in the nation, can do in the eighth month 
of the eighth grade. 
THE 1958 CHART in Shepard's of- 
fice at 2840 Lucas avenue shows that at 
that time not one of the Banneker Group 
schools was up to par in reading, lan- 
guage and arithmetic—the basic skills 
without which a child is lost in secondary 
school. 

In reading the Banneker Group schools

ranged from 8.2—or six months below 
where they should have been—to 6.4, 
more than two years short of the mark. 
Median for the group as a whole was 7.6, 
more than a year short. The city-wide 
median wag 8.3. 

Shepard’s, thart of 1960, two years later, 
shows a marked improvement. Five of 


‘the Banneker Group schools were at or 


above the 88 norm in reading, eight 
schools in language and six in arithmetic. 
The medians for the group were 8.4, 8.6 
and 8.4, respectively, nearly up to the 
city-wide median. 
What all this meant was that in two 
years the median achievement level of 
Oe rae Group’s eight-high pupils 
gained by eight a in reading, a full 
year in Janguage and seven months in

Turner 
Branch scored a seven-month increase in 
reading and was up by nine months in 
language and six in arithmetic. 
THE ADVANCES THAT occurréd 
in Shepard’s Banneker Group, however, 
have a specia! interest in that he and 
his colleagues were able to make them 
in what schoolmen regard as the city’s 
worst area, from the standpoint of eco- 
nomic and cultural deprivation. 


“‘We have the kids as captives,’’ Shep- 
ard says. “‘We can do a great deal toward 
motivating these youngsters to want to 
lift themselves to a better standard of 
living than they now enjoy. We are the 
means and vehicle by which this can be 
accomplished.”’ 


It would be difficult to state more 
succinctly the philosopy of public school 
education in the American democracy. 
The public schools always have served 
to give every child his chance and to 
iron out—to the general as well as to the 
individual’s advantage — handicaps im- 
posed on children by background. 

Not all the children under Shepard’s 
supervision are underprivileged, but a 
great many of them do not encounter in 
outside life anything so bright, clean and 
quietly efficient as, for example, the new 
Jefferson School near the Vaughn housing 
project. . 

Here, aftér a visit on a rainy day, one 
may recall the eager group of first grad- 
ers seated about their teacher, learning 
a verse about Thanksgiving, and the 
teacher’s gentle admonition: “You must 
say it together and say it loud and clear, 
so everybody can understand it.” 
SHEPARD’S REFUSAL to accept 
substandard performance stems in part 
from his conviction that the Negro cannot 
afford to be second-best in achievement. 

“The Negro’s first wish,” he says, 
“would be acceptance as an American, 
without giving or taking anything, so he 
could stand on his own feet and compete, 
and accept the consequences. 

“Since this is not the case, for the 
moment, for the majority, it is most im- 
portant to work for acceptance in two 
One, of course, is to have the 
real qualifications, whatever they may be, 
academic or otherwise. The second is 
that good conduct and character go along 
with this... .. 

_ “Without reference to race, the story 
of America—its great men and women— 
is the story of how they overcame ob- 
stacles.

Frager With Symphony 


Pianist in Two Concertos 


MALCOLM FRAGER will appear as soloist in two piano 
concertos at a special St. Louis Symphony Orchestra concert 
next Sunday afternoon, his first engagement here since winning 
the 1960 Queen Elisabeth of Belgium International Piano Compe- 
tition in May. Another St. Louisan, Edith Schiller, will be the 
piano soloist at the regular subscription series concerts Friday 
afternoon and Saturday evening. Edouard Van Remoortel will 
conduct at all three concerts. 


The proceeds from the Sunday concert will be applied to 

the Orchestra’s retirement fund. Frager’s offerings will be 
the Mozart Concerto in D Major, K. 451, and the Schumann 
Concerto in A Major, Op. 54,-and the program alse will contain 
the “Polovtsian Dances’’ from Borodin’s opera ‘‘Prince Igor.” 
The concert will begin at 2:30, in the Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House. 
THE OTHER CONCERTS will mark the beginning of 
a Haydn-Brahms cycle that will continue through the following 
two weekends. Miss Schiller, who is the wife of Harry Farbman, 
the Orchestra’s concertmaster and assistant conductor, will play 
the Haydn Concerto in D Major. Brahms will be represented 
with the ‘Academic Festival’? Overture and the Symphony No. 2 
in D Major. The Friday afternoon concert will begin at 1:45, 
in the Khorassan Room of the Chase Hotel, the Saturday evening 
concert at 8:40 in the Kiel Auditorium Opera House. 

Frager’s last concert appearance here followed his winning 
of the 1959 Leventritt Award and broke the long-standing custom 
of an all-orchestral concert for the opening of the Symphony 
season. The rigors of the competition were dramatized recently 
when the judges decided, after hearing the finalists in public 
performances, that no one qualified for the 1960 award. 

The concerto he played in both the Leventritt and the Queen 
Elisabeth competitions, the Prokofieff No. 2, was chosen by 
Frager for his first recording, recently released by RCA-Victor. 
The same company has made a recording of the pianist in a 
performance of Scarlatti sonatas, to be released later. 

Following his engagement here Frager will appear as soloist 
with the Canadian Symphony in Toronto, and in mid-December 
he will play three concerts with the Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra. He will accompany the St. Louis Symphony on its tour 
of Florida in February and March. 


MISS SCHILLER has appeared as soloist with the Orches- 
tra a number of times previously, at both subscription series 
and benefit concerts. She also has played with the Little Sym- 
phony and in recitals and chamber music concerts here. Her 
first professional appearance was made with her husband's 
Farbman Sinfonietta, in 1940. She is a native of New York and 
made her debut there at Town Hall. She studied at the Juilliard 
School of Music on a fellowship. 

The pre-concert lecture Friday will be given by Edward 
Murphy, first horn player of the Orchestra. It will begin at 
1 o’clock, in the Gourmet Room of the Park Plaza Hotel. 


Classical Records 


A NEW STEREOPHONIC recording of Verdi’s Manzoni 
Requiem establishes a high level of excellence for this over- 
whelmingly imaginative, imposing and fervid masterpiece. The 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra, the Vienna Friends of Music 
Chorus and four exceptional soloists are conducted by Fritz 
Reiner in this performance and the results are proportionate 
to the talent employed. 

No choral masterpiece in the literature breaks on the senses 
with such majesty, and none is more deeply devotional, The 
off-stage trumpets in the Dies Irae seemed theatrical to certain 
listeners when the Requiem was first performed. This was a 
singularly obtuse reaction, if one assumes that the critic also 
heard the ethereal lyricism of the Lux Aeterna or the mysterious 
awe communicated by the closing measures of the Libera Me. 

The flexibility of the orchestra makes every shade of color 
and dynamics accessible. Fritz Reiner’s emotional involvement 
seems greater than in any of his recent recordings, and the 
soloists preserve the quality of their voices while projecting 
the music with a maximum intensity, Leontyne Price, with a 
soprano voice that lends itself easily to the transcendent lyric 
cry, also ascends to the higher ranges with a clear, unfailing 
power. The iate Jussi Bjoerling is equally effective in the 
Ingemisco and Giorgio Tozzi’s deeply impassioned reading of 
the Confutatis stirs the heart and the senses. Rosalind Elias, 
the contralto, gives a performance on the same level of beauty 
and authority. 

The sound reproduction is perhaps a little too wide in range. 
If the volume is so regulated that it produces a full-bodied 
fortissimo, the pianissimo sections are a shade too remote. 
A slight sacrifice of volume at the top is suggested in the interest 
of a better “presence” in the softest passages. This is a great 
performance of a great work; and as it is one of Victor’s Soria 
Series it is beautifully packaged with an enclosed brochure 
containing a number of color illustrations. (RCA-Victor, Stereo- 
phonic, two records in album.)

symphonic music in the United States. The figure is so large 
that anyone who knows something about symphonic Js 
likely to believe that the quality of most of these 
must be low. But I am not so sure. : 

Last summer, I heard the Conference Orchestra at the 
Asilomar Workshop in California. It was an assembled orchestra 
whose personnel had been drawn largely from amateur, — 
amateur and student groups that functioned in many parts of 
the country. Most of them were excellent sight readers, More- 
over the composite tone, responsiveness and general morale 
‘would have been a credit to any professional orchestra. 

More recently I was among a group of music critics who 
heard the second concert of the season played by the Chatta- 
nooga Symphony Orchestra under its conductor, Julius Hegyi. 


The program was neither easy nor trite. It consisted of 
“The Corsair’ overture by Hector Berlioz, “The Birds” by 
Respighi, a suite by the contemporary American composer, 
Walter Piston, and Schumann’s Fourth Symphony. The tone 
quality of the orchestra varied from time to time, and in fast 
passages a lack of precision was noticeable. As against this, 
balance and transparency were excellent, intonation was flawless 


and the performance was alertly responsive to the conductor’s 
guidance. 


IN BRIEF, THE EXECUTION and Conductor Hegyi’s 
knowledge of the score were such as to insure an intelligible 
communication of each score. The size of the or 
pieces—makes the performance of heavily scored works in- 
advisable. The classic symphonies, however, together with many 
Romantic and contemporary works are well within the orches- 
tra's competence, and Conductor Hegyi has consistently striven 
to provide the greatest possible variety in his programs. At 
each concert he includes one of the works commissioned by 
the Louisville Symphony Society in the belief that new musi¢ 
must be given not merely one hearing but two at least. 


The hard core of the orchestra's public is devoted, knowledge- 
able and somewhat frustrated. They wonder why it’s so hard 
to raise money and why the professional, well-educated people 
living in Chattanooga’s suburbs are so indifferent to the lure 
of great music. They should realize that the Chattanooga 
situation is not unique. Virtually every symphony society in 
the nation moves from one fiscal crisis to another, and in no 
case that I know of do the members regard themselves as 
an elite, specially gifted in their susceptibility to great art. 
On the contrary they are devoutly hopeful that their numbers 
will increase. 


ALL THE MEMBERS of the Chattanooga Orchestra are 
paid, which places it in a different category from other commu- 
nity orchestras. No player, however, can live on his pay, $0 
whenever a replacement is made the board members must find 
a second job for him or her somewhere in the community. 
In most cases the players are teaching in the public, private 
or professional schools. A few take non-musical employment. 
Conductor Hegyi, an excellent violinist, plays chamber musie 
and is ready at any time to play a violin concerto in Chattanooga 
or anywhere else within reach. 


He once played Mozart’s Sinfonia Concertante with William 
Primrose, the violist, and Primrose was so gratified by the 
artistic quality of the performance that he announced his willing- 
ness to return to Chattanooga at any time. 

Americans who read the statistical evidence of a spreading 
interest in music throughout the nation regard it as a justifica- 
tion of private subsidies. Perhaps they are right. Perhaps 
the struggle for survival inculcates a love for music that would 
not prevail if symphonic, operatic and choral organizations 
were placed on the same footing as public schools and libraries. 
What they overlook, however, is the number of man hours 
expended in raising a relatively small amount of money by 
solicitation, and the burden of uncertainty that the practicing 
musicians must bear. 


Nevertheless the Chattanooga Symphony, like others in the 
same situation, does survive and in the course of a season 
brings the living culture of a great art to the adult public and 
the young. About five subscription concerts are played during 
a season in addition to educational and children’s concerts. The 
adults believe that the children will be closer to music than 
their parents were. Long before then, they hope, a new concert 
hall will be available and the residents of Brainerd and other 
Chattanooga suburbs will find music closer to their doors or 
will be more eager to seek it, wherever it’s located,

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 1¢ 
(AP)—Thomas J. Gibbons, 69. 
onetime contender for the heavy- 
Weight boxing championship and 
former Ramsey county sheriff, 
died in his sleep at his home 
today. 

His most important fight was 
his July 4, 1923, battle with Jack 
Dempsey, then heavyweight 
champion, in Shelby, Mont. Gib- 
bons lost but was still on his 
feet at the end of the bout. 

Gibbons was a big hearty man 
best known as Tommy who kept 
his personal popularity to the 
end. He spent 10 years as a 
successful life insurance a7zent 
before becoming sheriff of St. 
Paul, a post he held for 24 years. 

At the peak of his ring fame 
after his fight with Dempsey, 
Gibbons turned down an offer 
of $100,000 for a return to the 
ring. He said he wanted to save 
his health. 

‘I thought of my brother, 
Mike, blind in one eye. Harry 
Greb, blind in both eyes. I de- 
cided that maybe it was time to 
get out,”’ said Gibbons in later 
years. 

The fight at Shelby with Demp- 
sey went for 15 rounds 

As Gibbons told it, Dempsey 
hit him a terrific blow on the 
forehead in the first round that 
almost knocked him out. 

‘But I came out of it, and 
really think I was even with 
him on points after ten. Then 
he got stronger and \J was in 
trouble near the end.’’\ 

Gibbons got nothing out of the 
fight, which drew a disappoint- 
ingly small crowd that paid 
$201,485. Dempsey who was 
guaranteed $250,000 took all of 
the gate. However, the fame the 
fight brought to Gibbons 
launched him on his successful 
business and political career. 

Gibbons fought 106 times as a 
middleweight, light-heavy and 
heavyweight and in the ledger 
that he kept of his fights he 
listed only four defeats — to 
Dempsey, Gene Tunney, Harry 
Greb and Billy Miske. He also 
beat Greb, as well as France’s 
gamed Georges’ Carpentier. 

Gibbons ‘spent much of -his 
time during retirement in hunt- 
ing and fishing with his sons 
and life-long friends. | 

He was popular in the Osakis, 
Minn., area where the family | 
had @ cottage. His contribu- | 
tions built a Catholic church in 
the small Community. |

But, he adds, this defeat dwin- 
dled the ‘‘mystic, unexplainable 
confidence” in Hitler and stirred 
the anti-Nazi conspiracy among 
the military. 

“And from Stalingrad up to 


the present time, the distrust can " 


be felt regarding any form of 
leadership, against basic mili- 
tary values, honor, discipline, 
obedience and readiness to sac- 
rifice,””’ Goerlitz says. ‘‘Hitler 
perverted their meanings.” 
Other observations in the book: 
Battle of Britain — Historian 
Dr. Karl Klee says Hitler lacked 
the strong determination to make 
the German invasion and the 
Luftwaffe bombings a full suc- 
cess but that the failure was 


chiefly due to the fact that Luft- |, | 


waffe and navy were not given 
the necessary priority in arma- 


ment. This was because the 1940 | 


buildup of the ground forces for 


the attack on Russia a year later 


already occupied a major part of 


the German armament potential. | 


Moscow—When the attack on'! | 


Moscow began in the fall of 
1941, former infantry Gen. Ru- 
dolf Hofmann writes, there were 
only 300 spare engines available 
for tanks on the entire 2000-mile 
front—and not a single new 
tank. After initial successes, 
“General Mud” took over com- 
mand. 

Battle of the Bulge — Hitler 
thought this would turn the tide | 
of World War II, hoping his bat- 
tered troops would repeat the 
blitzkrieg feats of 1940.

THE INVASION and conquest 
of Poland in September 1939 
brought the largest and most 
vital Jewish community in Eu- 
rope under the Nazi thumb. 
There were 3,000,000 Jews living 
in Poland, and the question of 
their emigration was complicat- 
ed—in fact, made impossible— 
by the reluctance of the world 
democracies to accept them. It 
was Alfred Rosenberg, head of 
the Foreign Political Section of 
the Nazi party, who originated a 
plan to settle a million Euro- 
pean Jews in the occupied 
Polish region of Lublin, a terri- 
tory of about 400 square miles, 
close to the Russian border. 


Henrich Himmler was given 
unlimited power to deal with the 
‘reséttlement.” He directed 
Reinhard Heydrich to take im- 
mediate action. Heydrich in- 
formed Adolf Eichmann (and 
other high officials of the secur- 
ity: police) that now Dean,

Eich was to 
be in charge of tra the 
Jews. With his usual efficiency 
he managed to send 87,883 Jews 
and 30,000 gypsies to the Jew- 
ish reservation at Lublin within 
four months. 


On the face of it, the Lublin 
Plan seemed to be moderate 
enough. It was almost as though 
the Third Reich was setting up 
a Jewish state, but actually the 
Jews who arrived at Lublin 
could not be economically self- 
sustaining. In addition, sanitary 
facilities were almost non- 
existent, and thousands died of 
disease. Governor General Hans 
Frank, in charge of Poland, dis- 
liked the Lublin Plan intensely. 
He had only one burning ambi- 
tion, to make Poland Judenrein 
(clear of Jews), but orders were 
orders.

“Action Reinhard” as a tribute 
to his chief, Heydrich. It had a 
three-fold aim: Deportation of 
Jews (that was Eichmann’s job); 
confiscation of Jewish property; 
exploitation of Jewish manpower 
and, some time later, annihila- 
tion. 


In 1940 Globocnik established 
10 forced-labor camps in the 
Lublin reservation. By 1941 he 
had 51 labor camps ,in the dis- 
trict. At the same time he 
built feur extermination 
camps: Belzec, Majdanek, So- 
bibor, nad Treblinka. Globoc- 
nik’s aim was to head a large 
industrial empire of his own. 
He established factories in 
Lublin and used 50,000 Jews to 
work them. Casualties among 
the workers were high, but 
Eichmann was always ready 
to feed many thousands more 
to his friend Globocnik. 

Globocnik created a corpora- 
tion called Eastern Industries, 
Ltd. His partners were Oswald 
Pohl, George Loenner, Wilhelm 
Kreuger, and Max Horn. Theo- 
retically, all property confis- 
cated from the Jews and all 
profits from the factories were 
earmarked to go to a central 
fund in Berlin. Actually a 
great deal of the profits stuck 
to the fingers of the men who 
organized Eastern Industries, 
Ltd. 


About this time there was a 
change .in Nazi policy from 
forced emigration to mass de- 
portation of Jews to specific 
places. As early as 1931 a Ger 
man, Egon von Wingheue, pub- 
lished a pamphlet suggesting 
that all German Jews be col- 
onized on the island of Mada- 
gascar. “This,” he wrote, 
“would afford the possibility of 
control and minimize the dan- 
ger of infection of Aryans with 
al] those physical and spiritual 
diseases the Jews are known to 
transmit.” 

Attempts to put through this 
plan failed. 

Now Eichmann was put in 
charge of the whole Jewish 
population in Germany and the 
occupied countries. He - still 
looked for a Jewish ‘“‘reserva- 
tion.” and established a minia- 
ture Jewish state in the Czecho- 
slovakian village of Theresien- 
stadt. This village was sealed 
off from the rest of the world. 
Twenty thousand Jews were 
settled here under relatively 
good conditions. The village had 
its own Jewish officials, police- 
men, currency, and even its own 
stamps. There were no gas 
chambers or crematories and no 
forced labor at Theresienstadt. 
And then came the order from 
Hitler for ‘‘the Final Solution.” 
The reservation in Theresien- 
stadt was the last moderate act 
Eichmann was to supervise; 
henceforth all Jews were to be 
liquidated. 

In the memoirs he wrote in 
Argentina, Eichmann said, “It 
was really terrible but quite 
necessary. Anyhow the Fuehrer 
ordered it, and I did not have 
anything to do with the anni-

The SS (Schutzstaffel. or Pro- 
tective Troops) was a very com- 
plex organization.

Himmler was in charge of it, 
and it consisted of only 2,000 
men. During the 1930s Himmlér 
grew in power. He had blind 
loyalty to Hitler and a talent 
for organization, plus impas- 
sioned faith in the Nazi philoso- 
phy. Himmler was also intensely 
ambitious. By the beginning of 
the war he had raised the SS 
to. 1,000,000 men; at war's end 
this had been raised to 5,000,000.

One of the most important 
divisions was the Gestapo, it- 
self divided into 17 different 
agencies. One of these, Depart- 
ment § 4b, organized to handle 
the ‘‘Jewish problem,”’ was un- 
der Eichmann. His immediate 
superior was Reinhard Hey- 
drich. The word ‘‘Gestapo”’ is an 
abbreviation of “Geheime 
Staatspolizei’’ (Secret State 
Police). It was the invention of 
a clerk in the Berlin post office 
who needed another abbrevia- 
tion for one more government 
department. 


The Gestapo was relatively 
small. Even when its mastery 
extended from the Atlantic to 
the Volga, from the North 
Cape te the Mediterranean, it 
never employed more than 
40,000 men and women. But 
because Himmler had created 
it and because Reinhard Hey- 
drich and Heinrich Muller, 
Eichmann’s immediate super- 
iors, had the same quality of 
loyalty and organization as did 
Himmler, the Gestapo as- 
sumed an importance far out 
of proportion to its numbers. 


Actually, it was even tech- 
nically above the law of the 
land. On Feb. 10, 1936, a 
statute was added to the con- 
stitution. Clause 7 of this sta- 
tute stated that there could be 
no appeal by anyone arrested 
by the Gestapo; even the high- 
est court in the land was for- 
bidden to reexamine any 
Gestapo decisions. 


It meant further that a man 
who was acquitted by the courts 
could immediately be rearrested 
by the Gestapo and without trial 


\ 


be taken into “protective cus- 
tody,”” that is, sent to a concen- 
tration or extermination camp. 

The Nazis were always metic- 
ulous in cataloguing every agen- 
cy and department. Eichmann’s 
bureau was designated in full IV 
A 4b; IV stood for Gestapo, A 
for internal affairs, 4 for reli- 
gion, and b for Jews, This de- 
partment was camouflaged as a 
minor operation in an attempt 
to avoid publicity. Contrary to 
world opinion, there is some 
reason to believe that the ma- 
jority of the German people 
never did know to what extent 
the extermination of Jews 
reached in the concentration 
camps. 


This is one reason why 
Eichmann worked in relative 
anonymity. Until the closing 
months of the war his rank 
was only that of Obersturm- 
fuehrer (major); then in 1944 
he was promoted to Ober- 
sturmbonn fuehrer (lieutenant 
colonel). Actually, of course, 
all during the war Eichmann 
had more power at his com- 
mand than any general in the 
German Army. His actual im- 
portance may best be indi- 
cated by the fact that he had 
a four-story office at Number 
116 Kurfurstenstrasse in Ber- 
lin, a luxurious office with liv- 
ing quarters in Paris at 72 
Avenue Foch, the Palais de 
Rothschild in Vienna, and the 
Majestic Hotel in Budapest. 
His main aid was Rolf Gun- 
ther, one of the few men who 
had influence over him. When 
Eichmann received orders to 
supervise ‘‘the Final Solution,” 
Gunther said happily, “The 
faster we get rid of them the 
better.”’ 


Another man close to Eich- 
mann was Dieter von Wisliczeny 
(Eichmann named one of his 
sons after the man who, at his 
own trial, gave damning evi- 
dence against his former superi- 
or). Von Wisliczeny worked. for 
Eichmann for 11 years. 


Eichmann always maintained 
very good relations with his su- 
periors, but he was brutal with 
his subordinates, 

He refused to allow any of his 
staff to transfer to any other de- 
partment, even though they were 
offered higher rank and pay. 
Many, finally sickened by the 
mass exterminations, asked per- 
mission to join the regular army 
or the combat SS troops. Ejich- 
mann denied their applications.

HEINRICH HIMMLER 


and no one is entitled to leave 
it!’’ he once said angrily to Von 
Wisliczeny. 


The SS was increasing its 
membership and in many ways 
had more power than the army, 
The chain of command Was rigid. 
Hitler was all-powerful, Goer- 
ing number two man. Himm- 
ler, head of the SS, had Hitler’s 
complete confidence (even 
though he constantly fought with 
Goerinp and was number three 
man. altenbrunner was next, 
and under him Heinrich Muller, 
who presided over all the Ges- 
tapo sections. Eichmann had ex- 
clusive domination of Section IV 
A 4b, for the Jewish question 
was of extreme importance. He 
worked in harmony with Muller 
and Kaltenbrunner, and, when 
the occasion called for it, with 
Himmler. 


The failure of the Madagascar 
Plan had been a blow to Eich- 
mann’s pride. He attacked his 
new job of extermination with 
enthusiasm. He was no longer 
concerned with emigration, ex- 
pulsion, and resettlement. 


In 1939 Heydrich and Muller 
had already formed the special 
patroling units that usually fol- 
lowed the regular army into oc- 
cupied countries to liquidate any 
“enemies of the state.” They 
had liquidated thousands of Jews 
in Poland, France, Belgium and 
Holland. For their part in the 
liquidation of Jews, these Ein- 
satzgruppen (battalions) were 
now put under the command of 
Eichmann. 


Franz Stahlecker, in charge of 
Einsatzgruppe A, was assigned 
to the Baltic region and to Len- 
ingrad. A report on his activities, 
dated Oct. 15, 1941, revealed at 
the Nuernberg trials, showed 
that he was a zealous worker. 
He announced proudly that with- 
in four months his units had 


killed 135,567 Jews and Com- 
munist officials; six months later 
he was able to add that thé total 
had risen to 221,000. There was 
no time to build extermination 
centers; Stahlecker’s men used 
guns. 


Arthur Nebe, in charge of Ein- 
satzgruppe B, with headquarters 
at Minsk and later Smolensk, 
was a slower worker. In his first 
six months of action his group 
of 700 men were able to kill only 
45,476 Jews. He did, however, 
capture 915 gypsies, and in a 
letter dated June 28, 1944, he 
Suggested to the SS Medical 
Corps that they might be used 
for experiments to see how long 
human beings could live drink- 
ing only sea water. The 915 all 
died in the course of the experi- 
ments in Buchenwald. 


Otto Ohlendorf, commander of 
Einsatzgruppe .D, was one of 
Eichmann’s closest friends. He 
was only 33 when, on Eich- 
mann’s recommendation, Hey- 
drich appointed him head of the 
group, Ohlendorf was a strange 
character who more than once 
quarreled with Himmler and 
Heydrich. 


Einsatzgruppe D under Orlen- 
dorf was directly attached to the 
eleventh Army, under the com- 
mand of Von Manstein, which 
Operated in the Ukraine. It was 
given orders that all Jews in its 
area of operation were to be 
liquidated. Himmler and Eich- 
mann visited Ohlendorf in Sep- 
tember 1941] at the latter’s head- 
quarters at Nikolaev. Here his 
dislike of Ohlendorf was intensi- 
fied when he learned that the 
man had spared the lives of the 
workers on the collective farms 
in the Jewish settlement between 
Krivoi Rog and Kherson. Actu- 
ally, Ohlendorf had not been mo- 
tivated by any tender feelings; 
he had spared’ their lives in or- 
der that they might harvest the 
crops in this predominantly ag- 
ricultural region. Himmler gave 
orders, and the farm workers 
were killed. In all, Ohlendorf dis- 
posed of 90,000 Jews. 

Himmler, accompanied by 
Eichmann, paid several visits 
to Einsatzgruppen commanders. 
His first visit was to Minsk, 
which at that time was head- 
quarters for Nebe’s group. Himm- 
ler and Eichmann were wit- 
nesses of one of Nebe’s mass 
executions. It was a relatively 
small affair with only 400 vic- 
tims, but it upset Himmler very 
much. Later on Himmler be- 
came quite accustomed to watch- 
ing the mass executions. 


Eichmann was present at 
many of the executions. In his 
memoirs written in Argentina he 
describes the scene: 

“It was a very cold and foggy 
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day when I arrived at the place 
chosen by the Einsatzkommando 
for the job. I was freezing 
though I wore a leather coat 
which reached my ankles. On 
the spot chosen was an enormous 
grave. It looked to me like an 
anti-tank ditch, but as I came 
nearer to it I saw that the grave 
was almost half filled with naked 
corpses: men, women, old peo- 
ple, and children. 


“Then the Kommandos brought 
a new group of Jews to the 
place. There were about 150 of 
them. They had to undress and 
stand nude in the cold, were 
ordered to enter the grave, walk 
over the corpses, and stand 
ready to die. The entire action 
was done in complete quietness. 
No one complained, no one cried. 
In the last moment when the fir- 
ing Kommando prepared their 
machine guns I saw a Jewish 
woman holding a smal] child of 
about 2 years in her arms acting 
as if she wanted to run away 
and save her child. I was 
touched. I wanted to jump into 
the grave so as to save the child, 
but it was too late. The machine 
gun spit fire; the child was hit 
by a bullet in his head, and his 
blood splattered on my coat. 


‘“‘Later on I went with my driv- 
er and washed off the blood from 
my coat. I understood that this 
was an inhuman solution, and I 
immediately went back to Berlin 
to tell Heinrich Muller what I 
had been through and asked him 
if it would be possible to find a 
more humane method for this 
solution. Muller heard my ac- 
count and then he stared at me 
with a long look which I couldn’t 
define. Was it a look of pity be- 
cause of my weakness? 


“A few months later they 
found a more ‘humane method’ 
and again Muller found it 
necessary for me to see the 
demonstration. He sent me to 
Berlin, where they used buses 
for extermination with the 
help of fume gas, and as 
Muller put it, ‘The whole story 
was finished in three minutes.’ 


“IT went to Lublin and found 
that Muller’s information was in- 
correct. They demonstrated this 
system for me. About 80 to 100 
Jews were seated in the truck, 
the door was automatically 
closed and the driver invited me 
to step into the cabin. We started 
rolling. After a few minutes the 
people inside started crying and 
shouting. The driver told me to 
look through the small window 
into the back of the truck. In 
there were Jews who fought with 
death. A lamp was burning. We 
had already been five minutes 
on our way and it still was not 
guiet inside. 

‘***Look inside,’ the driver said 
to me, but I couldn't. I was 
simply afraid. I tried to force 
myself but I saw a grasping 
hand. I ordered the driver to 
stop immediately. | wanted to 
get off. ‘Don’t worry,’ he said 
to me, ‘we are almost finished.’ 
Then the truck went back to the 
big streets on the way .o camp. 
After 15 minutes of driving 
through the city, no one moved 
in the bus. I did not wait until 
the corpses were taken out 
from the death car. | ran to my 
car and went immediately back 
to Berlin. Upon arrival I saw 
Muller again and asked him to 
develop this method if possible 
so that those taking part in it 
should not go through such ter- 
rible psychological torture.” 


Eichmann meant by “‘those 
taking part’’ not the Jews but 
the drivers and the SS personnel 
—the murderers. 


Shortly thereafter a man 
named Victor Brack evolved a 
method which would hurry the 
extermination of Jews in spe- 
cially constructed gas chambers. 
Even Eichmann was satisfied 
with these, and he had them in- 
stalled at most of the concentra- 
tion camps. To him, the most 
rewarding feature of the gas 
chamber was the fact. that no 
one had to see the victims in 
the death struggles. There were, 
of course, peepholes through 
which SS men could peer if they 
so desired.

Cities for People, 
Not Special :Groups 


NEW YORK, Nov, 19. 


I LIKE CITIES. I’ve lived in New York for 25 years and 

it has taught me most of what I know about the theater, about 
politics, about art, about people. Above all, it has taught me 
forebearance, which is the price you pay to live in any large 
American city, especially 
New York. The livin’ — to 
usé Ira Gershwin’s expres- 
prd—ain’t easy. 
? London is huge 
"s beautiful and it’s 
a pleasant place to live. 
Paris is inexpressibly 
beautifél and it’s a mar- 
velous place to live for 
anyohe from a Rothschild 
to a shop girl. But not 
New (York. Fortune maga- 
zine. some years. back 
wrote that the big cities 
of America were gradu- 
- ally being inhabited only 
— ~ by “the very rich, the 
s very poor, and the slightly 
at odd.” The rest, which is 
: to say the healthiest and 
largast elements of the 
population, are fleeing to 
the subutbs. 

This is a terrible thing. It drains @ city of its most re- 
sponsible elements; it saps its intellectual vitality. It robs the 
city of the very reasons for its existence. “The very rich, 
the very poor, and the slightly odd” do not make a proper 
mixture for an urban metropolis as we im New York are find- 
ing out at bitter cost. Into the vacuum left by the middle class 
come the dregs of humanity. This has created a huge crime 
problem in every big city in America and a huge narcotics 
problem on top of its other crime in New York City. 


JOHN CROSBY 


I’m looking at the zoning resolution issued by 
those lunkheads on the New York City Planning Com- 
mission. One of the aims: “‘To recognize the fact that 
the automobile is here to stay.”” Now, if we’re going to 
use platitudes, I can think of a better one: People are 
here to stay. 


PEOPLE ARE THE FORGOTTEN ELEMENT in all city 
planning—at least American city planning. Instead, the rights 
of the real estate men, the rights of the automobile, the pros- 
perity of the merchants, the spreading of crosstown traffic, 
access to the airports, and a lot of other factors that theo- 
retically are to the people’s interest but actually aren’t, are 
given priority. 

What would actually be to the people’s interest would be 
to tear down a building, say on Fifth avenue, and build a park 
there because the people need grass and trees and a sight of 
the sky more than the owner of the building needs any more 
money. We must restore a measure of simplicity to our think- 
ing about cities. 


Cities—not only New York but all of them—must 
be pleasant places to live in for people, for children 
and for dogs—and their interests should come ahead 
of the real estate interests and every other special 
group. This is not simply a matter of providing 
enough parks and schools and light and air; it goes to 
cherishing and preserving the best of a city, its most 
beautiful buildings and its trees, as respect for our 
past traditions, as part of the heritage we hand on to 
our children. 


EVERY GREAT CITY in the world does this. Except New 
York.. Here im New York, the spirit of the whole city was 
lifted by one crazy violinist, Isaac Stern, who decided all by 
himself to save Carnegie Hall from the wreckers. And by 
making about a million telephone calls, he did. So, a great 
monument to our culture, an edifice soaked in tradition, em- 
bodying the highest aspirations of the greatest musical artists 
and imbedded in the memories of generations of music lovers, 
was rescued from the avarice of the real estate men. And New 
York was rescued from another of those glass and steel 
mechano sets which pass for buildings and stifle the soul. 


These things are important. The right and property values 
of real estate men are not. Every great city guards its beauty 
as does a woman because it is one of its most priceless heri- 
tages. In Paris, the skyline is sacred: After the war, when 
an unscrupulous builder added an extra story to a city that 
desperately needed housing, the outraged city tore down the 
offending extra story, fined the builder a million francs and 
then, for good measure, threw the scoundrel in jail which he 
bloody well deserved. 

Not long ago I walked through East Berlin. Piles of rub- 

le. Then I walked through my own Greenwich Village. Piles 
of rubble. The one done by bombs. The other by builders 
tearing down beautiful, well-built, well-proportioned buildings, 
in order to put up hideous, badly constructed apartments with 
cramped rooms, low ceilings, and paper thin walls—the slums 


of tomorrow. We ought to throw the scoundrels in jail, too.

TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: Something to check if your 
food bills seem too high—a recent study shows 15 cents of 
every “food” dollar spent in supermarkets now goes for non- 
food items (tobacco, soap, magazines, etc.). . . . Sour note: 
85,000 new swimming pools are being built this year but, 
despite their popularity among the new buyers, they’re losing 
glamour among some owners who find them costly to main- 
tain, a source of worry. Instances of people selling a home 
just to be rid of a pool—and even tearing out a pool that 
came with a house—are being reported. 


» A CHECK FOR HOME BUYERS: With full air condition- 
ing now in almost 1,000,000 homes and even being included 
in basic design of development houses, picking a house 
properly oriented to minimize conditioning—and heating—costs 
assum@ increasing importance. You'll do best when glass 
areas get neither too much sun in summer nor too little in 
winter. That means minimum glass east and west, large 
glass areas on the south. It’s a good idea to have kitchen 
on the east for morning sunlight; bedrooms on the west since 
they’re empty anyhow in late afternoon when sun is hottest; 
and garage or Carport on east or west sides of house. Look 
also for good insulation; it can cut operating costs by one- 
third or more. And check the ductwork; ducts should be both 
as short as possible and well insulated to avoid heat and 
cold losses. 


» CARWISE: If you change from a full-sized car in the 
low-priced field to a compact, just how much do you save? 
The word from a major car manufacturer: A typical compact 
owner who drives his car three years before trading, spends 
about $1150 ‘yearly for depreciation, finance charges, insur- 
ance, repairs, gas, other expenses, That’s $350 less than it 
would cost to operate a four-door, full-size, low price model.

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Coach Dan Devine Scores at Missouri U. 


Secret of His

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 19. 


AUTUMN never developed 
more beautifully at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri than it did this 
year, just one big colorful foot- 
ball victory after another. All 
Missouri hadn’t seen a season 
like it before, wasn’t expecting 
it, and was without a simple 
explanation for the, marvel be- 
cause there is no | simple ex- 
planation for Dan Devine. 

Devine is Missouri’s head 
football coach. He is a complex 
man expressing himself in mod- 
estly deceptive simple sentences. 
He can condense vast amounts 
of work and good conscience in 
a few words. Devine’s descrip- 
tion of himself and his wife, 
Joanne, will frighten away a 
lazy man, lest the Devines’ 
ambition be contagious. 

“Our life,” said Devine, “‘is 
directly centered on two things, 
our seven children and football.”’ 

In one word, “football,” he 
condensed his work as adminis- 
trator, diplomat, salesman, 
leader, designer and teacher of 
football plays, and the agonizing 
three hours every Saturday for 
10 weeks of watching it all come 
together for better or for worse. 

Devine’s antecedents are Black- 
Irish, a refinement of the pure 
Gaelic strain. When a storm off 
Ireland put the Spanish Armada 
over the rocks the sailors waded 
ashore and became good Irish. 
Their descendants were good 
Irish, too, but with notable dif- 
ferences in complexion and fea- 
tures. Something akin to that 
admixture, combining native 
qualities with new elements, has 
occurred in Missouri's football 
since Devine came to Columbia. 
He did not, however, arrive 
storm-tossed. He came on the 
fairest of winds, after an unde- 
fehted season as head coach at 
Arizona State. 


The blessings were apparent 
last week at Norman, Okla., 
in Missouri’s ninth successive 
victory. The Tigers defeated 
Oklahoma for the first time in 
15 years. Missouri ended its 
season here today in a home- 
coming game against Kansas 
but many Missourians, no 
matter how enraptured with 
the traditions of the Kansas 
game, considered their team’s 
41-19 victory over Oklahoma 
the score that settled the sea- 
son as a success. 


This is Devine’s third year at 
Missouri and his thirteenth year 
of coaching. His first college job 
was at Michigan State as fresh- 
man coach. He was born 35 
years ago in Augusta, Wis., and 
grew up in Proctor, Minn., not 
that there is much difference. 
All of it is football country. He 
played football at Duluth Stat», 
a branch of the University of 
Minnesota. He is an_ unlikely 
looking prospect for football. He 
does not look strong enough to 
tote the water buckets for a full 
quarter. Actually, he is a 5-foot- 
10 light-heavyweight. 

He can not recall that anyone 
ever guessed his weight in street 
clothes to exceed 150 pounds, 
and he can not recall weighing 
less than 175 in the past 15 years 
or so. He has large, muscular 
legs and the erring weight-guess- 
ers are deceived. Icebergs, float- 
ing logs and Devine can’t be 
estimated correctly by surface 
appearances. 

Devine is quiet, courteous, 
kind, a glossary of virtues every 
Boy Scout can grow up to claim 
if he pays attention to the 
Scout’s code. He also has a nor- 
mal cargo of peculiarities and is 
humanly sensitive. He has a 
temper that can be controlled 
against almost any fault except 
carelessness. 

He is a fastidious, orderly 
man. Before a practice he took 
a small whistle from a suit coat 
pocket. He walked to a sink and 


rinsed the whistle under hot _ 


water. He dried it on a clean 
towel. He used a nasal inhala- 
tor. He gargled with an anti- 
septic. 

Assistant coaches at Missouri 
once ventured into broad humor 
and gave Devine a jug-sized con- 
tainer of mouthwash. He could 
have shared it with the National 
Guard and taken the remains 
home as a large family-size bot- 
tle. An assistant coach said the 
other day he’d rather not dis- 
cuss the matter, however. 

“‘He didn’t laugh too hard over 
that,”’ said the assistant. 

A visitor opened a package of 
cigarettes while riding with the 
Missouri team on a bus at Nor- 
man last week. The stranger 
was between Devine and a Mis- 
souri assistant, Al Onofrio. Al- 
though busy with his cigarette 
package, the visitor was aware 
of Devine looking at Onofrio. 
The assistant coach said, ‘‘Par- 
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Football Success at Columbia, He 
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don me—uh, we don’t smoke on 
our busses.”’ 

Devine could have said it him- 
self but he didn’t, either to dele- 
gate authority or to lessen 
embarrassment, or both. What- 
ever the reason, Onofrio under- 
stood Devine’s silent orders, 
Much of Missouri's work is car- 
ried out that way under Devine, 
Such efficiency has labeled De- 


vine as ‘“‘methodical’’ but the 
label is not adequate. 

“Yes,”” he said, ‘‘people tell 
me I'm methodical. I think I'm 
more intense than methodical, 
actually.”’ 

He is most intense about what 
he terms “‘little things.’’ Eddie 
Stanky, the former Cardinal 


baseball manager, was the same 
way about ‘“‘intangibles.”’ Both 
men draw a strict line between 
the forgiveable and the unpar- 
donable. A _ little thing done 
wrong, or an intangible slighted, 
amounts to carelessness and 
draws quick anger, probably be- 
cause it is a form of cheating. 
A careless athlete is keeping 
some of his attention for himself 
instead of giving it all to the 
team’s business. 

“Little things,” 
when asked to define them, 
“oh. I don’t know. As far as 
football is concerned there are a 
thousand details and a man can 
kill a team by over-coaching. So 
I may be said to under-coach 
but in the little things that in- 
volve carelessness— 


Devine said 


“Carelessness can be any 
ene of a hundred little things. 
A break-down in a team’s mo- 
rale begins with little things. 
The inconsistency in my think- 
ing is that I'll get madder than 
hell at a little careless thing 
and forgive right away a fum- 
ble that costs a ball game. 


“Our training rules are strict, 
maybe stricter than most, but 
the boys on my first squad at 
Missouri made up the rules 
themselves and the squads have 
adopted them without a change 
each year since.” 

He paused for an objection: 
He heard it out and he answered 
it, although the interruption was 
foolish and faintly insulting. 


“Yes, it could be that the boys 
would be reluctant to speak up,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘except that the coaches 
aren’t in the room when they 
hold the meeting on the training 
rules. Anyway, we've had to let 
a good boy or two go because 
he broke training rules. Little 
things. I’ve been conscious of 
them ever since | began playing 
football. 


“T can save you the trouble of 
looking for a word for me. I’m 
what you call a fuss-budget.’’ 


He also is strong-willed and 
quiet without being grim. He 
has loaned that much of him- 
self to the entire Missouri team. 
Missouri football players travel- 
ing in a body are not boisterous, 
or even boyish. They dress alike 
when traveling, in gray slacks 
and blue coats, and when they 
sit ‘at table the coats are hung 
upon the backs of the chairs.

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Devine observes, mostly in silence, at a light drill the

Devine admits he is a quieting 
influence, that his personality 
has an effect. The effect is 


healthily administered. Missouri 


players are watched-over but are 
not spied upon. Devine usually 
eats the evening meal at the 
training table. His manner 
among his players is a balance 
of reserve and compatability, a 
rare social gface for an adult 
to possess among youths. 

“I don’t know how he does 
it,’ said Don Faurot, the Mis- 
souri athletic director. ‘‘I tried 
to study him and learn his se- 
cret but I couldn’t. The first 
night he met our youngest 
daughter, she was 17 then, he 
smiled a little, listened, said a 
few things and had her talking 
a mile a minute. Some he’ll kid 
and some he won't; he just 
senses what’s right with a kid.’’ 

Personality is an important 
asset in recruiting college foot- 
ball players but for years per- 
sonality wasn’t sufficient at Mis- 
souri. The coaches could sing 
and dance and be the jolliest 
good fellows camped on the 
player’s doorstep, but still feel 
certain that Missouri’s modest 
offer would be rejected. Mis- 
souri does not offer any more 
under Devine than Faurot al- 
lowed when he was head coach, 
but there has been help from 
without. Other universities and 
their conferences in the Mid- 
west have announced they in- 
tend to sin no more, and have 
trimmed the fringe benefits in 
their recrujting. Missouri's top 
offer of a scholarship and board 
and $15 a month stands a decent 
competitive chance in the open 
market for talent and the 
changed situation has benefited 
Devine. 

Devine has made his own 
changes, too. He has carried 
Missouri’s recruiting farther 
afield and made it more aggres- 
sive, in his own pleasant style.

ceeds through practices at 4 
o’clock, and continues into the 
night with studies. The studying 
is not pretty propaganda. There 
are seven engineering students, 
three pre-med students, a Phi 
Beta Kappa, on the Missouri 
team. The coaches’ day begins at 
8 o'clock in the morning, con- 
tinues through detail work until 
practice, and after practice re- 
sumes in staff work that may 
last until midnight. If something 
more than foothall did not come 
from these double loads of work, 
Devine would consider his time 
wasted. 


“The most important thing 
a coach has to do is to see 
that his players graduate,” he 
said. “After that, he can look 
and see what’s on the score- 
board, whether the public be- 
lieves it or not.”’ 


Devine’s first team at Missouri 
won five, lost four games, tied 
one, in 1958. In February of 
1959 his three-year contract was 
extended through March 1, 1967. 
His salary was estimated then 
at $15,000 and if he.had a linger- 
ing doubt about his welcome the 
alumni settled it. They took out 
a $150,000 life insurance, good as 
long as he stays at Missouri, 
and pay the annual premiums 
on it of about $4400. When the 
life-insurance plan was promoted 
one of the alumni, Rich Coburn 
of St. Louis, made'a reasonable 
statement. For a family man of 
Devine’s stature, said Coburn, 
life insurance premiums make 
much more annual sense than a 
new Cadillac. 


The Devine children are the 
twins, Mary Jo and Jennifer, 12; 
Diana, 10; Daniel John, 6; Sarah, 
3; Melissa, 18 months, and Jill, 
six weeks. The only son, Daniel, 
is nicknamed “‘Tiger’’ but he was

Whatever Happened 


To Slapstick Comedy? 


THE DEATH OF MACK SENNETT, the “father of slapstick 
comedy,” in a charity home in California at 81 years old a week 
or so ago caused Bosley Crowther, movie critic of the New York 
Times, to bring up the question of what happened to slapstick com- 
edy, once a vital and indigenous force in Hollywood films, one 
that rocked the world with laughter and was even hailed by some 
highbrows as an ait form. 

It was Sennett’s renowned Keystone studio that started most 
of the famous comedians of the silent era, including Charlie Chap- 
lin, Harold Lloyd, Buster Keaton, Harry Langdon, Ben Turpin, 
Fatty Arbuckle and many others. 

Slapstick—the name, by the way, comes from burlesque buf- 
foons swatting each other with two flat boards tied together, which 
made an uncommonly loud report when applied to the seat of the 
alter-comic’s pants—largely went out as a genre with the coming 
of sound. But its appeal is by no means dead. Modern audiences, 
some of their members new to the crazy shenanigans of the com- 
ics, some of them bathed in nostalgia, roared at such minings of 
the treasure-trove as “The Golden Age of Comedy,” seen here two 
years ago, and “When Comedy Was King,” shown earlier this 
year. 


They saw Charley Chase hiccoughing helplessly in a 
movie house, Chaplin and Mabel Norman exchanging buffet- 
ings with huge, black-ringed eyed Mack Swain, Fatty Ar- 
buckle lost at sea in a sinking house with Mabel Norman, 
Laurel and Hardy and Jimmy Finlayson methodically ex- 
changing revenges by tearing apart a house and a car. 
Buster Keaton’s stone face immobile amidst carnage, the 
Keystone Cops kicking up their heels in pursuit or being 
jerked back by the sudden start of their tin lizzie, and a 
Laurel and Hardy pie-throwing battle reduced to the point 
of laugh-paralysis. 


» THEY SAW THE MAD, cross-eyed Ben Turpin mimicking John 
Gilbert as the great lover in ‘“‘The Merry Widow,” Will Rogers 
burlesquing Douglas Fairbanks in “Robin Hood,” Harry Langdon 
and his innocent, poignant pantomime, Billy Bevan battling a 
fruculent oyster in his soup, the Sennett bathing beauties (intro- 
duced to get publicity for his comics, who couldn’t get it alone), 
Wallace-Berry as a burlesque villain tying Gloria Swanson to the 
railroad tracks, and such other masters as Chester Conklin, Snub 
Pollard, Andy Clyde, Al St. John, Bobby Vernon, Stu Erwin and 
Edgar Kennedy of the immortal slow burn. 

They didn’t, in these two pieces of memorabilia, see Harold 
Lloyd, who to me was the funniest of them all from the standpoint 
of sheer laughs. No comedian yet has ever equaled the volume of 
hysterical hilarity evoked by Lloyd as he struggled on the ledges 
of a high building in “‘Safety Last.” (The wealthy Lloyd, by the 
way, has chosen Jack Lemmon to portray him in his film’ biog- 
raphy, an excellent piece of casting because Lemmon embodies the 
Lloyd quality of diffident humor.) 


The slapstick era was the era of the ripe, joyous belly- 
laugh. The custard pie was king. Almost all pictures had 
to end in the wild and rollicking chase, with a railroad 
locomotive just missing the tin lizzies by the thinness of a 
paint-job. Automobiles—or in Chaplin’s “‘Gold Rush,” a 
cabin—teetered on the edges of cliffs. The swinging mop, 
the plank that smacked into the rival comedian’s face, the 
prattfall, the flung paint or paste bucket, were all necessi- 
ties. Nobody, but nobody, could wipe the smear of a pie 
from his face with the deliberate, pained authority of fat 
Hardy. 


IT WAS VISUAL COMEDY at its purest, pantomime and sight- 
gags conceived on the inspiration of the moment and executed with 
a genius for timing. It was wild and absurd exaggeration—a come- 
dian would make a whole production out of getting bopped on the 
head and hearing the birdiés sing—and it was happily divorced 
from-reality. It may heve-had-its response-partly because of that 
cruel streak in human nature that laughs at misfortune to others 
(the _man who slips on a banana peel, etc.) but it was essentially 
amiable, No one was ever really hurt. 

But what happened to slapstick? Well, it didn’t entirely. dis- 
appear. You can find it.in its purest form in the antics of the 
comedians of ice shows.. You encounter remnants of it in comic 
saloon brawls in such pictures-as the forthcoming ‘North to 
Alaska.” And what greater children’s response to TV has there 
been than the re-runs of the old Three Stooges shorts, corniest of 
slapstick? 


Crowther quotes James Agee, the distinguished English 
critic, as blaming talk and the big screen for killing slap- 
stick. The first may have had some effect, but wasn’t the 
real cause. Laurel and Hardy carried on very well with 
sound until they faded—as a matter of fact, it helped them. 
W. C. Fields, essentially a personality comedian, employed 
many slapstick devices—the chase, a vengeful driver bat- 
tering other cars with a tank, falling out of an airplane 
thousands of feet into the lap of a beautiful girl who had 
lived all her lonely life in a house on a mountain peak and 
wanted to bé taught how to kiss.

>» THE MARX BROTHERS used some slapstick along with 
Groucho’s running fire of gags. Chaplin could have carried on his 
Little Tramp character with sound, but he chose to turn serious, 
even morbid. Jacques Tati, although employing little dialogue, 
managed all sorts of Chaplinesque gags in his French comedies. 
Abbott and Costello were never far from slapstick, or at least the 
old stage burlesque. 

As to the big screen curtailing any comedian, that’s nonsense. 
Cartoons are shown in CinemaScope with no loss of values. The 
big-screen Camera can be just as intimate as that for the old small 
screen. 


Several other things were responsible for the demise of 
slapstick as a regular form. The double-feature, intro- 
duced in the depression, ended the crying need for short 
features. Most slapstick comedians couldn’t sustain a full- 
length feature. The antics would grow repetitious. The old 
kind of burlesque slapstick comedian, the type of Smith 
and Dale in vaudeville, passed. There was no training 
ground for star slapstick comedians for full-length fea- 
tures. Red Skelton, himself a graduate of burlesque, is the 
enly modern comedian I know of who could sustain a 
slapstick feature.

» THE CHANGE of public taste to more realism also must be a 
dampening factor for slapstick features. And with the high costs 
of movie-making these days, very few producers, if any, would 
risk making a comedy with the old off-the-cuff inspirational meth- 
ods, concocting gags on the spur of the moment. Unless it is an 
individual talent like Tati, who isn’t box-office in this country, the 
producer and his backers would have to have the solid assurance 
of plot and dialogue. Which eventually leads them to a farce or 
light comedy.

McMahon Welcomes

One ‘biggie’ (a meaty role) 
and he’s established. Once that happens, he doesn’t have to 
worry about any contractual obligations. 

“IT’S A LUXURY I enjoyed ior 29 years,” he went on, 
“but I have to say I’m not sorry I’m committed to ‘Naked 
City.’ I’m not a kid any more, let’s face it, and well, it’s nice 
to be hooked up with a solid show. When through filming, I 
can take off and do movies, or summer stock, whatever I 
want. And don’t think that my being in ‘Naked City’ hasn’t 
boosted my stock way up. I’ve got no complaints at all.’’ 

Last year, when John McIntire chose to leave ‘Naked 
City,”” which was then a half-hour, he was killeda off in the 
series, and McMahon was called in as a replacement. “I did 
13 shows,” he recalls, ‘‘and the show was knocked off. I took 
a lot of kidding in the trade as the man who killed ‘Naked 
City.’ 

But truth to tell, the series, which revised its format when 
McMahon came in, began picking up steam and was beginning 
to see the ratings light when it was suddenly dumped from the 
ABC-TV schedule. This year, it has been extended to a full 
hour, and, excluding McMahon, has a completely new cast. 
“TI guess you'd call that a TV first,’’ he suggested. ‘‘We’re not 
the first show to come back on after having been axed, but 
we're the first to come back with a full hour.” 

AFTER THE last war, McMahon’s career wasn’t exactly 
blooming. “I did a couple of obscure movies,” he said, ‘‘and

There one night came the 
turning point in his life.

He made friends 
with the actors, hung around 
them, and was soon working for 
nothing in his spare time as a 
stagehand, playing occasional 
walk-ons. 


HIS STEPMOTHER DIED 
when he was 18. His father moved 
to Oklahoma, and got Clark a job 


as a student tool-dresser ‘‘on the 
business end of a_ 16-pound 
Sledge.”’ At 21 Gable went to 


Kansas City, joined a tent show 
which was left stranded in a bliz- 
zard in Butte, Mont., in 1922. 
With only 26 cents in his pocket, 
Ciark rode the rods to Oregon. 
A muscular youth of 195 pounds, 
he got a job piling lumber, then 
jobs as a want ad clerk, time- 


keeper, necktie salesman and 
lineman. 
He met Josephine Dillon in 


1923 in Portland when he enrolled 
at her dramatic school. He 
Studied with her for a year. eShe 
opened a school in Hollywood, 
and he followed a few months 
later. They were married on 
Dec. 13, 1924. She was 15 years 
older than he. He did bit parts 
in the movies, and became a 
popular stock actor on the Los 
Angeles stage. He toured for 32 
weeks, and appeared on Broad- 
way in a half dozen shows over 
three years. He returned to Los 


Angeles in 1930 as the lead. 
“Killer Mears,” in the road pro- 
duction of ‘“‘The Last Mile.” 


Gable had created the part in 
stock in Houston, but Spencer 
Tracy first did it on Broadway. 

Lionel Barrymore got Clark a 
test with M-G-M. He was turned 
down because of his ‘‘jug’”’ ears, 
but worked for $750 a week as a 
heavy in ‘‘The Painted Desert” 
for Pathe in 1931. Bill Boyd, 
later famous as Hopalong Cas- 
sidy, was the star. Darryl 
Zanuck laughed Gable off at Fox 
because of the big ears, but Irv- 
ing Thalberg, the M-G-M produc- 
tion boy genius, finally signed 
him with M-G-M for $650 a week. 
His cocky charm registered. 
Playing a gangster, he clipped 
Norma Shearer in one scene in 
“A Free Soul’ and the audi- 
ences howled. He stole the pic- 
ture from Miss Shearer, Leslie 
Howard and Barrymore. Gable 
was on his way. 

MEANWHILE, Gable and Miss 
Dillon had been divorced, April 
1, 1930. A year later he married 
Ria Langham, a wealthy Texan 
11 years his senior who had been 
married twice previously and 
who had two teen-age children. 
Gable separated from her in 1935, 
when he took a 25,000-mile trip 
around South America. She ob- 
tained a divorce in 1939.

URING THE EVENING RUSH HOUR, 
the Public are in downtown 
Cleveland looks like a well-organized 
beehive. Modern busses roll up to load- 
ing zones on street lanes from which 
automobiles are excluded.

the city and operated without subsidy— 
shows evidence of remarkable vigor. 
Not all the evidence is in the Public 
Square. At 596 outlying bus stops, small 
shelters have been installed for the com- 
fort of waiting passengers. At stations 
along the 15mile rapid transit system 
are parking spaces for 5662 autos, 
ramps for connecting feeder busses, and 
curb spaces for “kiss ‘n ride” passengers 
—those who are driven to the transit line. 

Cleveland's “kiss ‘n ride” facilities 
and its other marks of a forward-looking 
approach to mass transportation are of 
more than passing interest to residents 
of the St. Louis area. For, like a num- 
ber of other metropolitan centers, St. 
Louis must come to grips with its transit 
problems if it is to progress. 

Planner after planner, as well as 
plain citizens caught up in the rush-hour 
jams, say that traffic and transit are the 
key to the future vitality. Solutions are 
essential if metropolitan areas are to be 
attractive places to live and if they are 
to enjoy sound economic growth neces- 
sary to sustain an expanding population.

year. Pre-1956 figures are not used because 
Cleveland revised its operations with the 
completion of the rapid transit line in 1955. 


ICAL OF EXPERT OPINION on the role transit must play are the pro- 
posals in the new master plan for downtown St. Louis. The City Plan 
Commission assigns top priority to improving the metropolitan area's traf- 
fic arteries and the transit system. “The importance of public transporta- 
tion,” the master plan declares, “cannot be over-emphasized.” ; 

There is general agreement that, under present conditions, the private- 
ly owned transit lines will be unable to meet the vital needs. Private 
systems, here and elsewhere, have heavy tax loads and an obligation to 
return a profit to their owners. These requirements, normal for a private 
enterprise, make for grave difficulties when an industry is ailing. And, in 
the face of choking competition from the automobile, the transit business 
is ailing. Only by repeatedly increasing the fares, which drives more 
riders away, are private lines able to meet their financial obligations. This 
prescription, while temporarily reducing the fever, aggravates the basic 
illness. : 

St. Louis Public Service Co., widely regarded as a well-run system, 
says its tax burden must be lifted if it is to provide the kind of mass trans- 
portation the area needs. 

But Mayor Raymond R. Tucker and County Supervisor James H. J. 
McNary feel the firm's plan falls short. Both men have proposed public 
ownership for transit. The Mayor wants the city to buy Public Service, as a 
start. Supervisor McNary wants the Missouri-Illinois Bi-State Development 
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Agency to take over public transportation on both sides of the river. Mayor 
Tucker's proposal is in the hands of the Board of Aldermen, and the Bi-State 
Agency is studying McNary’s recommendation. 

While public ownership is no cure-all for transit ills, Cleveland's ex- 
perience shows it can yield favorable results. By any common yardstick, 
Cleveland has better public transportation than comparable cities. The 
charts on these pages give some comparisons with St. Louis. What the 
statistics do not show is that transit riders in Cleveland have, solely with 
their fares: 1. Bought their bus and streetcar system and modernized it. 2. 
Installed a $34,000,000 rapid transit line, being paid for by the passengers. 

Donald C. Hyde, general manager of the Cleveland system, says: 
“Public ownership is not without risk, nor is private ownership. We started 
at a good time, in 1942, at the beginning of the wartime boom in transit 
business. But I would say we have had a measure of success.” 

What are the indications of success? One small item is the quest book 
at the system’s headquarters. Cleveland is something of a Mecca in the 
transit world. Recent visitors include transportation officials and con- 
sultamts from such cities as London, Paris, Helsinki, Tel Aviv, Istanbul, 
Munich, Brisbane, San Francisco, Dallas. 

But the principal evidence—in the absence of red ink from the ledgers— 
is the equipment and the service. There are many comparisons that could 
be made, but the most telling is the fact that transit in Cleveland appears to

have resisted the inroads of the auto more effectively than have privately 
owned systems in comparable cities. 

Members of the Cleveland business community, the president of the 
transit employes’ union and planners in the area attest to the benefits of a 
vigorous transit operation. An added advantage of public ownership is 
cited by Stephen A. Kaufman, acting director of the Cleveland Regional 
Planning Commission. “Public ownership,” he says, ‘‘makes it more logji- 
cal to plan for transportation as a co-ordinated unit. An area’s freeways 
and transit should complement each other, not compete against each other. 
They should provide a single, co-ordinated transportation system. Public 
ownership of transit is a necessary step toward this ideal.” 

Cleveland's transit network is run by a five-member board, appointed 
by the Mayor. The board has full powers to operate and improve the 
system. The powers include setting of fares, which average about a nickel 
less than those in St. Louis. The board cannot levy taxes, and it is required 
to charge fares that are high enough to cover all costs, including debt re- 
tirement. The system does not pay city taxes, but does make certain pay- 
ments to the city in lieu of taxes. 

Cleveland is not exempt from transportation problems. People drive 
automobiles there, too. But with a well-equipped and strong transit system, 
it is several strides ahead of many cities in readiness to meet the needs of 
the last half of the Twentieth Century.

CRIES and beating wings fill the pungent autumn air as a 

flock of Canada geese take flight from a grain field in southern 

Illinois. With their broad breasts tinged by the gold of the dawning 

sun, the birds create a picture which would tempt the trigger finger 

of any hunter. The honkers are momentarily out of danger, however, 

for they are within the confines of the Horseshoe Lake Game Refuge 
in Alexander County. 

Long before game refuges were thought of, these birds followed 
a course set by nature over the wilds of Canada and above the 
Mississippi River Valley to a winter home in the Horseshoe — area. 
With calendar-like regularity, they leave their Hudson 
grounds in September and begin the return trip about ag g 
Weather conditions and the timing of seasonal changes appear to 
have no effect on the flight pattern. 

The Canada goose, highly prized as a game bird, was on its 
way to extinctioh in the Mississippi flyway in 1936, when officials 
reported a count of only 47,000 birds. Because of careful conservation 
management, the flock has grown to more than 300,000. The Mississippi 
je is one of the four migratory paths which Canada geese follow 

United States.

Lake reserve. Some 2400 acres of the refuge are covered with water, 
and 4000 acres are planted in corn and special feed grasses. Care- 
takers scatter as much as 14,000 bushels of corn during a winter to 
supplement natural food sources. 

The Missouri goose hunting season opened October 14 and closed 
November 3, after 12,000 birds had been killed. The Illinois season, 
which opened November 1, will end December 14 or when 14,000 
geese have been bagged, whichever occurs first.—

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ILENCE IS NOT GOLDEN to the deaf child. His deafness is a barrier 


that isolates him from the world of sound and deprives him of a vital 


tool for learning—the spoken word. In earlier centuries, deaf-mutes were 
considered unteachable and were often doomed to live as outcasts. Now, 
modern methods teach children to lip-read and to speak, enabling them to 
lead near normal lives. 

Teaching deaf children to speak and visually “hear” is extremely dif- 
ficult. It requires teachers that are specially trained and have a super- 
abundance of patience. Intense, painstaking techniques are necessary to 
bridge the language gap and to teach children to think in words and to 
articulate a language they cannot hear. 

Unfortunately, there are not enough trained teachers to meet the 
country’s needs. It is estimated that 500 more new teachers will be needed 
each year, but only about 150 are now being graduated annually. To help 
meet this problem, two St. Louis institutions are co-operating in a new 
teacher-training program leading to a B.A. degree. Fontbonne College in 
Clayton now is offering a four-year course for teachers of the deaf and has

A Much Needed Course 


16 girls enrolled this fall in the first class. These college students, besides 
their courses at Fontbonne, will spend about 400 hours in four years work- 
ing with teachers at St. Joseph Institute for the Deaf in University City. 
Both organizations are operated by the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet. 

At St. Joseph Institute the children start. penetrating the sound barrier 
at the earliest possible age—usually at three. Intense personal attention is 
given to each child and classes are kept very small. Powerful hearing aids 
are used so that any minute hearing a child may have can be used to aid 
the learning process. Of the 159 students at the school only seven are con- 
sidered absolutely deaf. Students of St. Joseph get a normal elementary 
education and are able to enter any regular high school. 

Schools like St. Joseph Institute and the Central Institute for the Deaf 
in St. Louis have pioneered in the oral method of teaching. Lip reading has 
been used since earliest times, but emphasis in most schools has been on 
the sign language, a much easier system to teach. Proponents of the oral 
method argue that sign language limits the deuf to a private world while 
lip readers can live and learn along with everyone else.

Governor Fights Federal Court 
Order in Integration Dispute

legal battle over school integration moved into the 

South with a showdown between Governor 

Jimmie H. Davis of Louisiana and a US. District Court. 

In an attempt to sidestep a Federal Court order to begin 

gradual integration of New Orleans’ 94,000-pupil school 

system this fall, Governor Davis has instigated a number 
of legislative maneuvers. 

First, the hillbilly-singer Governor assumed personal 
control of the city’s schools, ousting the local board of 
education. When a special three-judge Federal Court re- 
stored jurisdiction of the local board and declared state 
segregation laws unconstitutional, Davis appointed a 
legislative committee to carry out his mission. Before the 
commission was four days old, U.S. District Judge J. Skelly 
Wright countered the action with a-temporary restraining 
order, doing away with the committee and barring en- 
forcement of a new package of segregation laws passed 
by a special session of the Louisiana Legislature. 

After Judge Wright's action, the New Orleans School 
Board approved the admission of five Negro first-graders 
to the city’s all-white schools. The legislature, with the 
forces of Governor Davis in complete control, then de- 
clared a school holiday to postpone the integration. 
Judge Wright issued a r ining order to keep the 
schools open, and last Monday four colored students 
entered white schools accompanied by U.S. marshals. 
Opposition from crowds outside the schools was only vo- 
cal, but Tuesday crowds of teen-agers attempted to 
enter the grounds of McDonogh School. They were 
driven back by city mounted police and officers on foot.

Russians Take Over Monthly Task of Policing Three Remaining Nazi War Criminals 


R-2 
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UTSIDE OF SPANDAU PRISON in West Berlin, seven Russidn officers, 
including one woman, wait to participate in a maneuver that goes 
back to Allied co-operation against Hitler's Germany. The Russians were 
about to take over from the French the monthly chore of guarding the re- 
maining major Nazi war criminals in the old fortress-prison. The task is 
rotated among troops of the United States, Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia. This is one of the few ways in which the Russians still acknowledge, 
after 15 years, that Berlin is occupied territory under the rule of the four 
big Allied victors in World War II. 
Only three prisoners remain in Spandau of the seven incarcerated in 
1947 after being sentenced by the Nuremberg International Military Tri- 
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bunal. They are 65-year-old Rudolf Hess, Hitler's one-time deputy; Baldur 
von Schirach, 53, Hitler youth leader, and Albert Speer, 55, Nazi arms pro- 
duction chief. Hess was sentenced to life, the other two to 20-year terms. 

Of the other four criminals, one has been released, three have died. 
Admiral Karl Doenitz, who completed his 10-year term in 1956, is living in 
West Germany, recently published his memoirs. Death claimed three after 
they had been released from prison because of ill health. Grand Admiral 
Erich Raeder died this month, economics expert Walther Funk last summer, 
and Baron Konstantin von Neurath, high-ranking Nazi, in 1956. 

Cost of guarding each of the three remaining war criminals is about 
$70,000 a year, shared by the four occupying powers and West Germany.

N THE MILD CLIMATE of the Pacific Coast region, gardens grow in all

KASHMIR, Still an 
Eddy of Discord 


After 13 Years, the Rival 
Claims of India and 
Pakistan Are Unresolved 


Te turbulent political changes since World 
War II have left behind numerous eddies of 
discord which could suddenly set in motion a 
flood of violence. One of the eddies, after 13 
years, still swirls about Kashmir—an area 
claimed by both Pakistan and India. 

Kashmir's fate was left uncertain when the 
former British colony of India was made into 
two independent nations, Moslem Pakistan and 
Hindu India, in 1947. Kashmir’s people were 
on ot agg Pease ecg ay od tit 
a u. He sought to steer the state toward 
India. Then, war broke out between Pakistan 
and India. When the young nations agreed 
to a United Nations cease-fire order in 1948, 
Indian troops were along the line shown on the 
map at right. 

Of Kashmir’s 4,500,000 people, some 3,300,- 
000 lived in the Indian-occupied sector. The 
Indian-held part included most of Kashmir’s 
farm lands, nearly all the famed weaving and 
woodworking industries and the lovely Vale of 
Kashmir. Ignoring a U.N. resolution calling for 
the people of Kashmir to decide their future by 
a vote among themselves, India in 1957 ab- 
sorbed the area it occupied. 

Pakistani officials, in order to avoid any 
appearances of accepting the cease-fire line as 
a permanent boundary, have not treated the 
area Pakistan holds an integral part of their 
nation. This has left the 1,200,000 inhabitants 
of the rugged section largely to their own 
meager resources. 

Food is always scarce in this area; it is 
among the poorest on the Indian subcontinent. 
Because its status is that of a disputed territory, 
it gets no foreign aid. Private investors avoid 
the area, and its young people even encounter 
difficulty in obtaining fellowships from private 
foundations. 

Some alleviation is expected from $2,100,- 
000 in grants and loans promised under a Pak- 
istani development program. But Khurshid 
Hasan Khurshid, serving as president of the 
Pakistan-held area, says a decision must be 
made as to the future. “One way or another, 

force or otherwise, it has to come,” he warns. 
“My people can’t go on like this forever.”

T-Men Seize $400,000 
InRare Art Objects 


Agents Confiscate Items Smuggled 
From Red China Via Hong Kong 


E hyp ment AGENTS confiscated more than 
$400,000 in rare art works last week, claiming 


the masterpieces had been smuggled into this 
country from Red China via Hong Kong. Raids 
were staged in New York, Los Angeles and Berke- 
ley, Calif., following an intensive investigation 
which began months ago. Federal agents dis- 
covered that a millionaire Hong Kong dealer 
named J. D. Chen was purchasing valuable art 
objects inside Communist China and selling some 
of them to American declers. 

The largest seizure was made from the C. T. 
Loo Gall in Manhattan, where paintings, 
screens and jade tia A valued at $282,000 
were taken by agents. ong the confiscated 
items was a 000 scroll painting of magpies 
and butterflies believed to have been done by the 
artist-emperor Hui-Tsung of the Sung Dynasty, 
who lived from 1135 to 1082 B.C. 

Objects valued at $75,000 were seized from 
the Charles L. Doue Gallery in Berkeley and 
Doue, an alien Chinese, was charged with filing 
a false customs declaration. A $50,000 bronze 
turtle and two $8000 screens, along with other 
works, were confiscated from a Los eles man 
named Yang. Yang was arrested and charged 
with smuggling and trading with the enemy. 
Other arrests were expected in San Francisco and 
New York. 

Some of the smuggled items had been sold 
to the Boston Museum, the Cleveland Museum 
and the Freer Gallery in Washington. Agents 
traced Yang through the Boston Museum, which 
he sold a twelfth-century scroll painting, “Birds 
and Flowers,” valued at $25,000. Police said other 
American dealers involved helped in investigation.

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TRIAL BY FIRE FOR A LIFEBOAT 


British Seek Ways to Protect Lives of Oil Tankermen in Realistic Research Tests 
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Billowing black smoke and searing flame (photo at left) hide life- 
boat being put through trial by fire. As the flames die down and 
smoke begins to clear (above), lifeboat becomes visible. It is 
still afloat and its protective canopy is evidently undamaged. 


AYS OF SURVIVING A ROARING INFERNO at sea are being 
sought in research amid actual flames at Portsmouth, Eng- 

land. The tests are being conducted by the British Ministry of 
Transport and the Admiralty. Findings could be used in the event 
of any kind of fire on the water, but lifesaving methods are sought 
primarily to help the crewmen of oil tankers who might find them- 
selves in a death trap of fire far from port. In order to put lifeboats 


and canvas canopies through realistic trials, an outdoor tank re- 
sembling a swimming pool is nearly filled with water. 

With the test boat afloat, a layer of fuel is poured on the water 
and set afire, and effects on boat and canvas are observed. Among 
other things, it has been found that a lifeboat canopy can be kept 


from burning by means of a built-in sprinkler system, even when 
the boat is engulfed in flames.

Potatoes, peeled and soaked in water; are 
grated rather finely. Flour, salt and egg are then beaten in until blended. 

To cook the dumplings: A tablespoon is dipped into slightly salted, boiling 
water, then is dipped into batter and filled about one-quarter an The spoon 
of batter is dropped into the water. The process is repeated until the batter is 
used up. Dumplings at first sink to bottom but rise to surface later and are

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De GAULLE HOLDS 
TIGHT IN ALGIERS 


New Proposal to Settle Revolt Sparks 
Demonstration by French Colonials 


Pushing and tugging takes place between 
police and French Algerian demonstrators 
as the outbreak continues into the night. A 
short while later, the rioters dispersed. As 
violence flared during the day, cries “De 
Gaulle to the stake” were heard. The youths 
wrecked three trolley busses and deflated 
tires of 15 others, bringing transportation to 
a halt in downtown section of Algiers.

S French President De Gaulle advanced proposals for an 

“Algerian Algeria,” the reaction in the capital of the 
revolt-torn land followed a familiar pattern—outwardly. There 
was rioting against De Gaulle and his new program. The pro- 
gram would give Moslems in Algeria more power than any 
previous plan put forward by a French Government leader. - 

While the rioting in Algiers had a familiar look on the 
surface, it differed sharply from previous anti-government vio- 
lence there. The rioters were almost entirely youths. Few 
were over 21. They apparently lacked central direction or a 
goal. Past demonstrations there have had such desperate 
aims as the overthrow of the French Government. 

In putting down the outbreak, riot police exercised an 
unusual degree of restraint. The youths fought with stones, 
jagged pieces of metal and other convenient makeshift weap- 
ons. The police employed tear gas, hurled the stones back 
and occasionally swung rifle butts. But they did not open 
fire. When the demonstration ended, far more police than 
youths were among the 100 wounded. Whether the young 
men acted impetuously on their own or were testing the tem- 
per of French authorities for unknown adult backers, it seemed 
that De Gaulle held a firm grip on the situation. 

A similar grip in the military field, where French forces 
are in complete control in some places, has enabled De Gaulle 
to press seriously for an end of the costly revolt. His latest 
proposal is for a semi-independent Algerian republic. This has 
reinforced the determination of the French settlers in the North 
African land to try to keep Algeria French at all costs.

The three questions above are among the most important 
in the field of American-Soviet relations. To obtain the 
answers I toured the Soviet Union from Moscow to Tash- 
kent in Soviet Central Asia. On my return, | sought the 
opinions of some of the nation’s top strategists and intelli- 


gence experts to get their estimates. Here are the results:

1. What do the Russian people really think of Americans? 


I WATCHED seven men clink their wine glasses in a 
toast of friendship to the American people. 

They were laborers at Tbilisi, capital of Soviet 
Georgia, enjoying a gay evening in a restaurant on the 
outskirts of town. The toast was in acknowledgement 
of my presence—as an American. Afterward, one of 
the men came over to my table, shook my hand and 
identified himself as Simon Meerzoyan. 

Following the exchange of amenities, I asked him 
what he really thought of Americans. 

“We are labor-loving people and we like the Ameri- 
cans,” he said. “Peace is the main question. If there 
is peace, all other problems will be resolved. There 
must be peace and friendship between our countries.” 

Simon Meerzoyan was one of about 200 Soviet citi- 
zens—peasants, factory workers, the growing “middle 
class” of professional people —I buttonholed on 
streets, in public places and in their homes to learn 
how Americans rate with the Soviet masses. 

Despite the vigilance campaign against American 
spies brought on by the U-2 incident—in which every 


Russian is told to act as a “vigilante” — the people 
themselves spoke to me as freely as they had during 
my 1959 visit. 

When I interviewed the Russian people last year 
they were happy about the proposed Khrushchev- 
Eisenhower visits and a possible thaw in the Cold War. 
Today, they show great concern about the state of 
U.S.-Soviet relations. But the events of the last six 
months have not dampened the friendly attitude of the 
man in the street toward Americans. 

Aside from Simon Meerzoyan, what did other Rus- 
sians tell me? 

They spoke from the heart. What discouraged me 
most, however, was that so many seemed to believe 
completely the Communist party line. Thev repeated 
the fiction we have been hearing so often from Khrush- 
chev and others—that the American people and pro- 
duction methods are admirable but that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment does not reflect U.S. popular opinion. 

Some of the answers flowed in the following vein: 

“I think the American people are hard-working and

In Moscow, Alexander Gerbatov elaborated: “We 
have seen Americans during the war and we think | 
only good things about them. I would like to see Amer- 
ica with my own eyes. Many Americans are coming 
here to visit. We should do everything possible to 
avoid bad feelings toward one another.” 

Many Russians viewed the struggle for peace as a t 
joint effort. Anatole Pasko, a speedboat driver on the 7 
Black Sea, put it this way: | 

“You have to work for peace as well as we. It is true 
that we have a different society, but our two people 3 
must learn to live together. Everybody wants peace f 
—not war.” 

Surprisingly, only one in four raised the U-2 ques- 
tion. Ivan Vidas, an Estonian, appeared to accept the 
official line without question: “Events such as the 
U-2 are not good. The American Government is re- 
sponsible. It is not the fault of the American people.”

Nina Ivanova (|.) and Marie Efeneva, department store 
clerks, Moscow: ‘We want to live in peace with the American 
people.

And Natasha Luvovo, a teacher from Perm, com- 
plained: “The U-2 incident is a sorry event for us. 
We are not satisfied with the policy of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment. We hope the people—who, we know, are 
peace-loving—will correct this policy.” 

The Russians think of us as their No. | competitor, 
acknowledging our much higher standard of living. 
Khrushchev has been using the American standard of 
living to drive the Russians to higher production. The 
current seven-year plan is dedicated to “catching. up 
with and surpassing” the U.S. as quickly as possible. 

Vladimir Tagor, who lives near Moscow, expressed 
it in these words: “Mavbe we are a little poorer now; 
we have suffered and you have never suffered. In the 
future we will overtake vou in all fields.” 

\long with this asserted confidence in Soviet des- 
tinv goes the demand that Russia be treated as Amer- 
ica’s equal. Khrushchev demands it in the UN. A 
round-faced peasant from Samarkand, Nazar Meerz- 
varen, put it to me this way: “We hope you Americans 
respect the Soviet people as much as we respect you.”

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2. What effect is the anti-American “spy catching” 
campaign having on the Russian people? 


APART FROM THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION, many 
\mericans see the U-2 incident as the most important 
news event of the vear. The Russians certainly do. 

Six days after pilot Francis Gary Powers’ ill-fated 
May 1 ftight, Khrushchev told the Supreme Soviet: 

“The fact of the bandit flight of the American plane 
once again underlines the necessity of being vigilant. 
Revolutionary vigilance was alwavs a characteristic of 
the Soviet people.” 

In September, the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party stressed “the great importance of train- 
ing the Soviet people in the highest political vigilance 
in the present circumstances.” 

Soviet newspapers, magazines, radio and TV have 
featured many spy stories since the U-2 incident. The 
chief targets of their attack have been “some members 
of the U.S. Embassy in Moscow and over-inquisitive 
tourists.” 

Numerous articles have challenged Sovict vouth to 
meet the spy invasion. Widelv discussed among uni- 
versity students was a series. Those Who Have Sold 
Their Souls, published recently in three consecutive 
issues of Konsomolskaya Pravda, a Young Communist 
League newspaper. A preface to these articles states: 

“State Security agencies have caught red-handed 
two Muscovites who have been acting as agents for the 
\merican intelligence services—Vyacheslav A. Rep 
nikov, 25, and Rostislav L. Rvbkin, 26. 

“Repnikov and Rybkin were recruited by American 
intelligence agents who came to our country in the 
guise of members of tourist groups... Agents of the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency are trving to set up 
a wide-scale ideological diversion against Soviet youth 
— to poison them with the venom of bourgeois 
propaganda.” 

In spite of the spy program, a record 15,000 Ameri- 
can tourists (short of the peak of 20.000 predicted) 
will have visited the Soviet Union by the end of 1960. 
Some have been caught in the web of spy hysteria. 

Here is a partial list of accused Americans as re- 
ported in the Soviet press, along with official charges: 

THE ACCUSED: James Schultz. 

THE CHARGE: " \ttempting to recruit a Soviet citizen 
to spread anti-Soviet rumors in Kiev.” 

THE accuseD: Mr. Douglas (no first name ). 

THE cHaARGE: “Two inhabitants of Viborg (near 
Leningrad ) caught him red-handed as he attempted to 


take pictures of a railway bridge in Viborg. In addi- 
tion, he had a drawing of industrial objectives.” 

THE accuseD: Robert Christner. 

THE CHARGE: “Spying in Uzhgorod, Lvov, Kiev, 
Baku and other towns. He was making topographical 
charts of railways, bridges, radio antennae.” 

THE ACCUSED: Robert Able. 

THE cHARGE: “Taking pictures of radar, radio sta- 
tions and exercising his special interest to collect in- 
formation on Soviet rocket fuel.” 

tHe accusep: Mark |. Kaminsky and Harvey C. 
Bennett, who were traveling together bv car. 

THE cHaARGE: “Gathering infcrmation on troop con- 
centrations. radio and power station locations, mili- 
tary camps and their approach roads, and details about 
bridges, railway stations and industrial centers for use 
in a ‘slanderous’ book about the Soviet Union.” 

Kaminsky was convicted of espionage and on Sep- 
tember 16 received a 7-vear prison sentence. The 
Russians suspended sentence and expelled Kaminsky 
and Bennett from the U.S.S.R. 

Why the spy program? What is its real purpose? 

1 To scare American visitors into being less in- 
quisitive without stopping them from visiting and 
bringing tourist doilars into the U.S.S.R. 

2 To put a damper on U:S. intelligence activities. 
The Russians have already achieved the stopping of 
U'-2 flights. and the U.S. is now keeping RB-47 recon- 
naissance missions farther awav from the Russian 
sector. 

3 To help justify the huge Soviet military expendi 
tures. The Kremlin tells Russians in effect: “Look, 
they are after us. We must be careful.” 

While the spy campaign is taking some hold, there 
is official concern about going too far. 

Some publications, including the trade union paper, 
Trud, have warned their readers to avoid “spymania.” 

The Russian government is, of course: confronted 
with this truism: Constant propaganda often invali 
dates all propaganda. 

For instance, I asked one Russian woman whether 
she had seen any spy posters. “To be perfectly frank,” 
she said, “| don't know. I've been looking at posters of 
all kinds since | was a child. One year the theme is 
peace, the next the 7-vear plan. | guess I’ve developed 
a blind spot for posters. When I look at them I don't 
see them.”

3. Has Khrushchev’s popularity in the Soviet 
Union gone up or down since the U-2 incident? 


KHRUSHCHEV S RATING with the Soviet masses 
reached an all-time high after his 1959 visit to the 
United States, which included the Camp David meet- 
ing with President Eisenhower. 

After the U-2 incident in May 1960, the Summit 
smash-up in Paris and the resumption of the Cold 
War, Khrushchev’s popularity declined—but not too 
seriously. The reason for this decline was that the 
Russian people, who yearn for a relaxation of inter- 
national tensions, were alarmed by the sudden deteri- 
oration of American-Soviet relations. 

How does Khrushchev rate with his associates in 
the Kremlin? 

As with the masses, his position among top Soviet 
officials was initially weakened by the U-2 incident, 
but he has managed to consolidate his hold on the 
Kremlin. 

A high U.S. State Department official told 
PARADE: “The Russian Premier is more powerful 
after his recent visit to the United Nations than he was 
after the Summit collapse in Paris. He tried to show 
the neutral nations and his Kremlin associates how 
powerful and tough he is. From his standpoint, he 
succeeded.” 

Khrushchev’s opponents in the Kremlin fall into 
three groups: 

1. THE OLD BOLSHEVEKS, epitomized by brittle

Sphinx-faced Vyacheslav Molotov, now a U.S.S.R. rep- 
resentative to the International Atomic Energy Agency 
in Vienna. Dying off, they follow the Stalin line blindly. 
Transfer of Molotov from the Soviet Embassy in Outer 
Mongolia, where he was in close contact with Red 
China’s Mao Tse-tung, to a flunky job in Vienna is 
indicative of Khrushchev's new strength. 

2. THe rvounc staimuists, led by the aloof Stalin- 
like Mikhail Suslov, still a power in the Communist 
Party. They are more flexible in their tactics, but their 
aim is the same: Communist conquest of the world by 
any means, including war. 

They nourish a deep suspicion of the West, are 
convinced that peaceful coexistence is a pipe dream. 

3. THe RED army oFrFicers, led by the scowling 
Defense Minister, Rodion Malinovsky, who kept a 
heavy hand on Khrushchev’s shonlder at Paris. 

In the face of such opposition, is Khrushchev still 
boss of the Kremlin? 

He is not and never has been the unchallenged 
dictator that Stalin was. Khrushchev has his allies, 
not the least of which are the Russian masses. He also 
controls the Communist Central Committee, which 
means control of the Communist Party. 

Khrushchev’s other trump cards: 

e He appears to be indispensable. To oust him 
would be an admission to the world of Soviet failure 
in planning and policy, and a loss of prestige for the 
Kremlin in its diplomatic dealings. 

e He has made himself the only Kremlin leader of 
national and international stature. To purge him 
now would cause Soviet leadership at the top to ap- 
pear unstable, might cause the Russian people to lose 
confidence in their leadership. 

The crackdown—or “guilt purge”—in the satel- 
lite countries during the last six months has made 
Khrushchev stronger. For instance, one of the satel- 
lites, Albania, sympathized with Red China. A re- 
cent report shows that two top leaders have been 
cleaned out.of the Albanian Politburo as a result. 

Khrushchev’s antics at the UN were crude and 
sensational. But through his toughness he hoped to 
convince his colleagues back home that his coexistence 
policy could work. Khrushchev hoped to persuade the 
neutral countries that the wave of the future is coming 
from Moscow. 

For the moment, at least, the Soviet Premier 


seems to have silenced his opponents in the 


Kremlin. But anything can happen. e

Is your child's

DAYTON, OHIO. 
NE OF THE OLDEST SAWs in American 
O family life says that teenagers and 
their parents are forever at odds over money. 
A standard vaudeville joke, for instance, tells 
about the prep-school boy who had used up 
his allowance. He wired home what he con- 
sidered an irresistible appeal for funds: no 
MON NO FUN YOUR SON. 

His father, however, was equal to the 
occasion. The next day the reply came back: 
TOO BAD SO SAD YOUR DAD. 

In today’s affluent society, do dad and son 
still bicker over mon? Or are such conflicts 
a thing of the past? Do today’s teenagers think 
they are given enough money? Should they 
be forced to work for their allowances? Just 
how do American families today solve the 
allowance problem ? 

To find out, PARADE spent a few days with 
a representative American family— Mr. and 
Mrs. Elvin Browne, who live 10 miles south 
of downtown Dayton, and their son Dale, 
15, and daughter Kristine, 13. Browne, a 
toolmaker at National Cash Register Co., 
earns about $8,000 a year. His wife also 
works, as a secretary in the Dayton schools. 

Every Friday afternoon when he brings 
home his paycheck, Browne hands each of 
the children a $5 bill. But like most parents, 
he is not sure whether it is enough—or too 
much. “We don’t want to deprive our kids, 
but we don't want to overindulge them, 
either,” Mrs. Browne says. “We just aren't 
sure what’s right.” 

In the case of Dale, $5 goes a long way. 
A slim, intense, snappily-dressed sophomore 
at Centerville High, his code is “play it cool.” 
He loves rock 'n’ roll, pegged pants, pointed 
shoes and pizza—and all cost money. 

As a growing boy, the biggest bite of Dale’s 
allowance, $2, goes for school lunches. This 
figure includes the 35-cent-a-day standard 
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menu, plus frequent seconds on hamburgers 
and ice cream. 

The mileage that Dale gets out of the re- 
maining $3 would bewilder Secretary of the 
Treasury Anderson. In an average week, he 
manages to squeeze out several portions of 
pizza, a sea of soft drinks, an hour or two of 
bouncing at a trampoline center, a round of 
miniature golf, admission to the Centerville 
High football game and an assortment of hot 
dogs, popcorn and candy bars. Only rarely 
is he so short of funds that he must bring 
lunch from home. 

At 15, Dale is too young to drive a car, 
and he dates infrequently, which keeps his ex- 
penses down. He does not believe in Dutch 
treats. “A downtown date costs money,” he 
complains. “It's $2.50 to get into the movie, 
then maybe you go out afterwards for a sand- 
wich and a malt, that’s another $1.25. One 
night Tike that just about shoots your allow- 
ance.” 

Dale also has some major expenses. He 
saves for long-playing records. Last spring, 
he borrowed $73 from Kristine and bought 
an electric guitar. (He still owes her $51.) 
A few years ago, he sold all his boyhood toys 
and withdrew money from his savings to buy 
a motor scooter. 

In return for his allowance, Dale is ex- 
pected to clean up his room and the bath- 
room, cut the grass in summer and wash the 
car occasionally. Sometimes, if he needs ex- 
tra money, his dad will assign an additional 
job, such as repairing a fence. 

“Dad doesn't want me to get something 
for nothing, and I don't, either,” he says. “I 
must say that getting an allowance is teach- 
ing me how to handle money. Of course I'd 
like to get more. But I can’t complain. I plan 
on getting along on $5, and sometimes I 
even have money left over.” 

But if Dale is satisfied with his finances, 
his younger sister is less so. 

Kristine needs school lunches, movie maga-

zines, records and clothes — lots of 
clothes. A few weeks ago, for instance, 
Kristine decided she needed four pairs 
of shoes —all at the same time. Her dad 
hit the ceiling. After several days of dis- 
pute, he yielded before the combined 
forces of Kristie and her mother. 
Browne paid for the costlier shoes— 
$7.99—and kristie paid for the others. 

“I! like to buy sweaters, skirts, shoes 
and so on—things my parents say | 
have enough of,” Kristie says. “I want 
to have more because all the other girls 
have more.” 

Boys buy her soft drinks and take 
her to movies— “That makes my money 
go further,” she says. Kristie has an 
outside income from babysitting. She 
also still receives sporadic payments 
from Dale on his loan for the guitar. 
And even Kristie admits that a raise in 
allowance would not be an unmixed 
blessing— “If I got more money, I'd 
be expected to pay for more of my 
clothes.” 

Most teenaged girls apparently be- 
lieve they need larger allowances. But 
girls have no monopoly on financial 
squabbling, parents of Dayton teen- 
agers told parape. Although Dale 
Browne considers his allowance ade- 
quate, some of his friends consider 
theirs downright niggardly. 

And these same conflicts are dis- 
cussed again and again: 


No-allowance argument. Some par- 
ents give teenagers no regular sum, pay 
off only for each chore done, require 
youngsters to appeal anew cach time 
they need money. Parents who use this 
system say it teaches discipline and re- 
sponsibility. But one teenager demurs: 
“It’s degrading. Every time | want to 
buy a malted I either have to beg for 


allowance too big’? 


money or invent some job that doesn't 
need doing.” 


Higher-income argument. Parents 
with above-average incomes often try 
to “keep down with the Joneses” by 
giving their youngsters no more than 
the average allowance, and sometimes 
less. The youngsters resent it. “They 
don't hold down their own expenses,” 
one boy told PARADE. “Dad makes 
more money than the people next door, 
and we live better than they do. Why 
shouldn't I have more money than their 
son?” 


Young-driver argument. Even Dale 
Browne, satished as he is with today’s 
allowance, is “thinking up arguments 
for when I'm 16”—i.e., for when he 
can drive a car and dates are more im- 
portant. “Cars and girls can’t live on 
water,” one boy said. The 16-year-old 
boy, several youngsters told PARADE, 
is at an awkward age. He needs money; 
he finds it difhcult to get a part-time 
job; and his parents can't raise his al 
lowance much. 

Elvin and Jane Browne expect to 
meet this problem next year. They 
don’t know how they will solve it. Both 
feel that $5 is the absolute ceiling as 
far as allowance is concerned. “If Dale 
and Kristie want more things as they 
get older,” Browne says, “I guess they'll 
just have to work for them.” 

Like many of today’s parents, the 
Brownes grew up in the Depression. 
Deciding an allowance policy in te 
day’s far better-heeled society confuses 
them. “We used to do things that were 
free, but today it seems that kids can’t 
do anything unless it costs money,” 
Mr. Browne says. “We swam in the 


creek; they go to the pool. We played

12 tips for staying alive this weekend... 


ARE YOU A HOLIDAY 


by ED FALES 


HIS WEEK, millions of American 
families will take to the highways in 
the first of three holiday weekends that 
will bring death to 1,000 Americans and 
crippling injury to perhaps 30,000 more. 
In the face of this dire prediction, will 
you be able to get your family there and 
back safely? 

To help you, W. J. Toth, a traffic consult- 
ant for the Insurance Institute for High- 
way Safety, and this reporter traveled 
more than 3,000 miles on recent holiday 
weekends, trying to find out what really 
happens to people in holiday traffic. 

We have seen, by the light of flares, a 
car teetering against a fence on a Pennsyl- 
vania mountain; dazed families still sit- 
ting in wrecked cars and wondering what 
hit them; a woman sobbing at night beside 


three smashed cars; a family sadly salvag-: 


ing gifts from their wrecked auto. 

And we found that holiday driving 
brings special hazards. The increase in 
trafic alone multiplies the accident odds. 
On holiday weekends, more drivers have 
been drinking. More are fatigued. Cars 
are more heavily laden and less maneuver- 
able. Drivers are in more of a hurry. 


But from our travels we also learned 


that you can “accident-proof” a holiday 
weekend. Simple steps you can take be- 
fore leaving home and others to follow on 
the road will save lives. Here are our 
tested rules for holiday driving: 


1. Avoid the death hours. You can 
double your chances of a safe holiday trip 
by getting your family off the road by mid- 
night—and by 1 a.m. at the latest. Half 
the holiday deaths come after 1 a.m. This 
is when the “wild ones” come out, running 
off curves, charging up the wrong side of 
highways, ignoring speed limits. 

Our own trips bore this out. In a recent 
four-day holiday the only “wild driving” 
we saw occurred between 1 and 2 a.m. 


2. install safety belts. The National 
Safety Council advised us: “No one killed 
last July 4 wore a seat belt.” So we paid 
$9 each for two belts, plus $8 installation. 
Thirty minutes later at Silver Springs, 
Md., they paid off. We nearly piled up 
when a load of junk fell off a truck into 
our path. We jolted to a stop. Our belts 
kept us from caroming off the dashboard. 

Again and again we saw or learned of 
crashes in which people were thrown 
from cars. In such accidents, belts are life- 
savers. After a few hundred miles we won- 
dered how we'd ever done without them. 


. Appoint a “family navigator.” A 


dozen times we saw holiday drivers lose : 


their way, jam on brakes, nearly get 
clipped. We saw families puzzling over 
maps while stopped in dense traffic. We 
even saw them backing up into traffic to 
make turns they'd passed—and this is 
holiday suicide. 

Save yourself this risk with a good map 
reader. Your “navigator’s” job would be: 
a) to remind you to get all maps you'll 
need, b) to study them and c) to give you 
advance notice for turns.

cars moving the other way.

old “main roads.” Once, when old two-lane 
U.S. 40 was a madhouse of rushing cars, we 
chose a back-country road instead. It took us 
a few miles farther, but we had the road to 
ourselves— without emergencies. 


6. Boost the air in those rear tires. At 60 
mph., a car that “weaves” is heading for 
trouble. Yet countless “holiday cars” are so 
loaded with family and luggage that they 
actually tip backward. This makes the rear 
end sway and spoils steering. 

More air in rear tires can help to correct 
the sway. One maker recommends boosting 
the air from 24 to 30 pounds (cold). An- 
other safeguard: put your heaviest passenger 
in front, and shift a piece of heavy luggage 
from trunk to back seat. 


7. Beware of the first 50 miles. People 
tend to think that accidents happen far from 
home. Wrong! The Safety Council finds that 
on holidays many happen in the first 90 min- 
utes of driving. Apparently drivers ape ex- 
cited, still getting settled, talking—and hur 
rying to beat the rush. After a hard day at the 
office, they are tired. 

So drive the first 50 miles as if you were 
driving through a mine field! 


8. Keep a 10-car gap. We saw countless 
rear collisions and near-collisions. Over- 
loaded holiday cars are harder to stop. Drivers 
forget that extra weight. 

On holidays forget the old-time rule: “Stay 
one car-length back for each 10 miles of 
speed.” On today’s busy roads, at speeds of 
50 and more, that’s suicide. 

We found that a 10-car gap at 50 mph. 
keeps you out of trouble. The New York 
Thruway now advises that you stay at least 
264 feet behind another car at 60 mph. 
That's 15 whole car-lengths. 


9. Ride the “troughs.” On turnpikes, we 
saw numbers of three- and four-car collisions. 
These seemed to happen when cars were run- 
ning close together in wolfpacks, or “waves.” 
One. glum driver told us: “When the guy 


ahead got hit there was just no place for the 
rest of us to run.” 

But behind each wave, we found, there is 
often a carless gap or “trough” nearly a mile 
long. There no one crowds you. And when 
the big pile-ups come — you're not there. 


10. Avoid death-pocket passing. We saw 
so many cars trapped in holiday turnpike 
trafic while trying to pass that we dubbed 
the space behind slow cars in the right lane 
the “death pocket.” 

You're in danger if you come up close be- 
hind a slow car and then pull out suddenly. 
If he slows down, you may clip him. Or a 
faster car may come up behind—and clip 
you. Never get in this pocket. Begin your 
pass at least a quarter-mile back. 


11. Keep up your speed. The car in great- 
est danger in thick holiday traffic is the slow 
fellow. Remember, every car that overtakes 
you is a hazard to your family. In 300 miles 
you may be in danger 1,000 times. 

By keeping your speed up to traffic you 
can cut out hundreds of such moments. 


12. Never make a left turn across heavy 
traffic. In Ohio we saw a car signal a turn, 
then stop for oncoming traffic. Suddenly a 
truck hit it from the rear. 

But on U.S. 22 in New Jersey, we saw a 
motorist do it the right way. He turned right 
into a side road—then came back to cross 
U.S. 22 at right angles. 

Never expose your family to the danger of 
rear-end collision by making a left turn— 
except on the quietest two-lane roads. 

One final suggestion: if you’re heading 
west, look out for the last 45 minutes before 
sunset, when low glare is blinding. This is 
the time to stop for supper. 

Heading east? There’s a similar “blind” 
period for 45 minutes after sunrise. Plan to 
take that time for breakfast. 

If you'll stick to these rules you should 
never be one of those holiday “statistics.” 
You'll not only be safe—but your holiday 
driving will be more fun. ®

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You hear it said today that the 
Catholic Church seeks to entrench 
itself as the established religion of 
any and all nations. 

And you are warned that wher- 
ever Catholicism dominates, reli- 
gious liberty is denied to others. 

“Look at Spain!” the critics say, 
“and Italy and Colombia, too. 
And remember the Dark Ages and 
their persecutions!” 

Implicit in these warnings, of 
course, is the su ion that the 
people of Catholic coun- 
tries are compelled to remain 
loyal to the Church against their 
will. Any fair-minded person who 
really does “look at Spain” and 
other predominantly Catholic 
countries finds that they embrace 
Catholicism as a matter of choice, 
not compulsion. 

People who take the trouble to 
“look” at the history of religious 
oppression are also often surprised 
at what they find. They discover 
that the religious persecutions— 
almost without exception—were 
actuated by political rather than 
religious purposes, and that the 
chief guilt for them should be laid 
at the door of the statesmen and 
ruling houses of the nations rather 
than the churches. 

This fact was emphasized in an 
address to the Congress of the 
United States on January 8, 1826, 
by the then distinguished Bishop 


frequently but a pretext with 
statesmen for a political purpose 
than the cause of persecution from 
zeal on its own behalf.” 

The Catholic Church, being 
universal, must exist under vari- 
ous flags and different political 
systems. In Colombia, for example, 
where the people are overwhelm- 
ingly Catholic, one statesman 
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describes religion as “the funda- 
mental pillar of our culture.” The 
status of the Catholic Church in 
such a land would obviously be 
different than in the United 
States, where there are many faiths 
—all entitled to the same rights 
and privileges. 

In 1916 Cardinal Gibbons, dean 
of American bishops, said: “Sepa- 
ration of church and state in this 
country seems to Catholics the 
natural, the inevitable, the best 
conceivable plan, the one that 
would work best among us, both 
for the good of religion and of the 
state.” Speaking for the Bishops 
in 1948, the late Archbishop 
McNicholas said U. S. Catholics 
would not seek union of church 
and state even if they constituted 
a majority.

HE BIGGEST NEWS ITEM in health care 
Je days is this: prepaid insurance 
against mental illness is gaining momen- 
tum across the U.S. 

Here’s what this means: just as millions 
of Americans now have part of their doc- 
tor and hospital bills paid for when they 
suffer a broken ankle or a heart attack, 
soon their bills will be paid if they suffer 
from neurosis, depression, anxiety or be- 
havior problems brought on by mental 
disorders. 

Right now 20 million Americans— 
about one-sixth of all those covered by 
health insurance—do have at least some 
protection against the staggering costs of 
mental sickness. 

Such was the case recently with a 29- 
year-old New Jersey housewife who fell 
into a deep depression after her mother 
died. Hospitalized for two weeks, she re- 
ceived drug therapy and visits from a psy- 
chiatrist. A portion of her two weeks’ 
charges was paid by her husband's group 
health policy. 

The basic concept of health insurance 
isn’t changing. Policies are still being sold 
both by Blue Cross and Blue Shield and 
by. the commercial insurance companies, 
and in most cases the insurance is paid 
for—all or in part—by employers for 
their employees. 

Even the policies remain the same— 
except that they are starting to add a 
clause spelling out the conditions under 
which costs of. mental sickness are paid. 

In 10 years just about every health in- 
surance policy written is expected to cover 
mental disorders. 

“There is a growing realization that 
mental disease is like any disease and 
should be treated equally in insurance 
coverage,” says an official of the American 
Psychiatric Association. 


Why, in spite of obstacles and growing 
pains, has mental health insurance 
boomed in the last five years? 

Here are the answers, as PARADE ob- 
tained them from commercial insurance 
carriers, the “Blue” plans, doctors and 
public health experts: 

e Public demand for treatment of emo- 
tional ills is increasing, breaking social 
barriers and taboos against seeking men- 
tal treatment. People are learning that it 
is neither a “sin” nor a disgrace to need 
and want mental treatment. 

e Health insurance is now firmly estab- 
lished in the U.S., with 127 million Amer- 
icans owning policies that pay part of their 
doctor and hospital bills should they suffer 
a physical ailment. It’s been a logical step

to extend this to similar coverage for 
mental sickness. 

The mental health insurance now avail- 
able is of two kinds: 

Basic insurance, covering the costs of 
relatively short-term illness. Generally 
this means psychiatric treatment in ap- 
proved voluntary, general hospitals (as 
distinct from state hospitals). In 1958, 
the latest year for which figures are avail- 
able, 257,000 persons were admitted to 
general hospitals for psychotherapy. This 
is the highest total in U.S. history, and 
gives an idea of the need for mental health 
insurance. 

Comprehensive insurance, covering 
long-term illness. Such insurance provides 
payment for psychiatric treatment both in 
hospital and in the psychiatrist's office. 
These plans are geared to insure against 
health catastrophes—hence the term “ca- 
tastrophe” or major medical insurance — 
and provide coverage of $5,000, $10,000 
or more. 

Typically, they include both deductible 
and co-insurance clauses. 

Under a deductible clause, you, the 
policy holder, would pay, for example, the 
first $50 or $100 of expenses. 

Under the co-insurance clause, the in- 
surance company pays a percentage of all 
costs above this deductible figure and you 
pay the balance. 

A normal co-insurance clause calls for 
you to pay 25 per cent, the insurance com- 
pany the remaining 75 per cent. But be- 
cause psychiatric treatment often is long- 
drawn-out and expensive, some companies 
have increased the co-insurance rate to 50 
per cent. Under such a policy, you pay 
half the costs above the deductible figure 
and the insurance company half — still 
providing a significant saving to the patient 
who is being treated over many months. 

Consider what mental health insurance

band, then an in-law. Finally the wife 


'“broke down”—she experienced acute 


anxiety with physical symptoms such as 
aches and trembling. 

Treated by a psychiatrist for a short 
period, her symptoms decreased. More 
than half the doctor’s fee was paid by her 
insurance policy. 

Mental health insurance hasn’t arrived 
without its questions. These are the main 
ones troubling all concerned, particularly 
claims experts: 

DEFINITION. When is a problem truly 
emotional? Do marriage, career and be- 
havior problems (of children and adults ) 
reflect real mental illness or merely per- 
sonality quirks? 

For instance, an engineering executive 
“froze” as he was about to make a speech. 
Diagnosed as being extremely neurotic, 
he was treated by a psychiatrist for a year. 
The company paid his claim, but won- 
dered whether it should have. 

DEPENDENTS. How far should cover- 
age extend to wives and children? Many 
policies do cover family groups, but this 
raises questions. 

Should benefits be paid, for example, to 
a spendthrift wife who seeks treatment to 
end her “sick” spending? 

‘Where a husband and wife are con- 
stantly battling, which partner needs 
help? Should the policy cover both? 

Hf the parent of a disturbed teenager 
seeks treatment both for himself and his 
child, should the company pay for both? 

These are questions that bother the in- 
surance companies, of course. But we, the 
public, also have a stake in them because 
of this overriding fact: the more benefits 
paid under health insurance, no matter 
what type, the higher the insurance cost 
for all of the insured is likely to be. 

ABUSES. Undoubtedly there are people 
seeking treatment over trivia, or because 
it’s the “thing to do.” This again contrib- 
utes to rate increases. The problem is 
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Battling families pose an insurance 
dilemma. Who needs help most here? 


especially knotty in big cities where psy- 
chiatric services are sought most. 

With all its problems, though, mental 
health insurance is coming of age. What 
are its implications for the future? 

1. Most important, of course, is that it 
is a means of reducing the financial bur- 
den mental disorders usually impose. 

2. Morton Schillinger, director of a low- 
cost clinic, the Lincoln Center for Psy- 
chotherapy, New York, points out that 
with insurance, people are likely to seek 
earlier treatment. Thus, many mental 
problems will be nipped before they be- 
come serious. 

3. Insurance makes for more effective 
use of psychiatric treatment facilities, 
now greatly overburdened. Often the in- 
dividual gets treatment only until his

money runs out. What usually results is 
“half-treatment,” which can be worse 
than none at all. With insurance, the pa- 
tient will have more staying power—and 
there will be less waste of his time and 
the therapist's. 

4. Insurance will protect the public 
against fakes and phonies simply be- 
cause insurance companies will pay 
claims only to qualified practitioners. 


Overcoming Crises 


Medical experts point to still another 
benefit of insurance. Many people have 
deep emotional problems at various 
stages of their lives. Known as periods of 
“life crisis,” they include divorce or sepa- 
ration, career disruption, menopause and 
various problems of aging. 


Psychiatric treatment can pull these 
individuals out of crises — spelling the 
difference between happiness and misery. 

One New York housewife knows all 
too well what such a crisis meant to he. 
After giving birth to her second child, 
she failed to snap out of the depression 
that commonly follows delivery. 

The woman was admitted to a hos- 
pital, treated for 10 days and released, 
much improved. 

One clause of her insurance paid part 
of the hospital bill and part of the doc- 
tor's fee for the delivery. Another clause 
helped pay for hospitalization and treat- 
ment received for her mental disorder. 

What she experienced from an insur- 
ance standpoint will become more preva“ 
lent in the years ahead. 2s

Some actresses, like Claudette Colbert and Mari- 
lyn Monroe, have noses that get in the way, photo- 
genically speaking. They therefore insist upon being 
photographed from angles and distances that de- 
emphasize the nose. Loretta Young,who wears dental 
braces off-camera, prefers close-ups which magnify 
her best feature, her doe-like eyes. 

“Women who generally take bad pictures,” Robson 
maintains, “do so because they don’t prepare for the 
sitting. In posing, a woman must apply the same com- 
mon sense she does to her dressing. 

“If she has a stubby neck, she wears something 
with a long neckline. If her arms are heavy or flabby, 
she wears long sleeves. If her neck is creased she 
wears a scarf. Few actresses are naturally photogenic. 
All are photogenic with adequate preparation.” 

Max Factor, the millionaire make-up king who's 
observed thousands of actresses in his time, is con- 
vinced that there are four pre-requisites for the pho- 
togenic female face: 

1) Visible bone structure that is well-propor- 
tioned; 2) features properly accented or skillfully 
concealed through the art of applied make-up; 3) a 
flattering, face-framing coiffure; 4) the ability to pro- 
ject personality. 

“If a woman is looking for beauty in a portrait 
photo,” Factor declares, “she won't find it if any of 
these four ingredients is missing.” 

Many directors and cameramen believe firmly that 
a woman's cheekbone structure, if high and well de- 
lineated on her face, can assure her photographic 
beauty for several decades. 

Leon Shamroy, Academy-Award-winning _lens- 
man, points to Dolores Del Rio, Greta Garbo and Ava 
Gardner as cases in point. 


Love ts an Asset 


“I ran into Del Rio the other day,” Shamroy told 
me. “She’s finishing a picture with Elvis Presley. And 
she looked absolutely stunning. Why? Because she’s 
got great cheekbones, and she hasn't gotten fat so the 
flesh pads the cheekbones. Dolores must be 55, but 
she could pass for 40.” 

Shamroy believes that of today’s young players, 
Arlene Dahl (see cover) is one of the most naturally 
photogenic. “She's got all the attributes, including 
high coloring,” he says. “But like every other actress 
I've ever worked with, she photographs best when 
she’s thin, or in love, or if she’s pregnant. Those three 
conditions bring out the best in all women.” 

The chief worry of most actresses is overweight. 
The motion-picture camera photographs them fatter 
than they really are. This is because of the distortion 
which results from a short focal-length lens which 
expands the image in a small area. 

Columbia Pictures recently signed actress Jo Mor- 
row to a new contract at $400 a week, provided she 
limits her vital measurements to 37-24-36 and never 
weighs more than 132 pounds. Other actresses who 
have had serious weight problems are Elizabeth 
Taylor, Ann Sothern, Judy Garland, Elana Eden, 
Maureen O'Hara, Dana Wynter, Debra Paget, Mari- 
lyn Monroe, Susan Hayward—almost every actress 
you can think of except such Spartans as Greta Garbo, 
Joan Crawford and Katharine Hepburn. 

These three were blessed with perfect cheekbones 
and a will power of steel. *

hanksgiving means turkey and 

all the trimmings, complete with 
mince pie for dessert. That's part of 
American tradition—but even 
tradition can be brought up to date 
with new rich flavor. Our special 
holiday recipe is for prune mince- 
meat, combining the mellow 
sweetness of prunes with your 
favorite spicy filling. Make it in 
advance to give yourself time with 
the family on Thanksgiving Day. 


Prune Mincemeat 
1 pound prunes 
1 pound lean, boneless chuck steak 
4 pound suet 
14 pound citron 
2 cans (1 lb. each) apple slices 
1 pound seedless raisins 
1 quart apple juice 
342 cups sugar 
142 teaspoons nutmeg 
12 teaspoons cinnamon 
14 teaspoon cloves 
Cover prunes with cold water. Let 
stand 24 hours. Remove pits. Cover 
meat with boiling water; simmer until 
tender. Let cool in broth. Remove 
meat (use broth for soup). Put meat, 
suet, citron and prunes through fine 
knife of food chopper. Cut apples in 
small pieces; add to prune mixture. 
Combine this mixture with raisins, 
apple juice, sugar, nutmeg, cinnamon 
and cloves. Simmer over low heat 142 
hours, or until thick, stirring often to 
prevent sticking. Pour into hot steril- 
ized jars; seal. Makes three quarts, or 
enough for three 9” pies. 
Prune Mince Pie 
Line 9” pie pan with pastry. Fill pan 
with 1 quart Prune Mincemeat. Top 
with strips of pastry arranged lattice- 
fashion. Trim pastry; flute edges. Bake 
in hot oven (425°) 30 to 35 minutes, 
or until crust is deep golden brown. 
Serve warm or cold with hard sauce.

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Joey Bishop Credits Others 


For His Success as‘Comedian

NEW YORK, Nov. 19. 
T'S a funny thing about comedians. Even 
while you're laughing at them, you may 
not like P nih 

The bitter truth is that, as people, many 
comedians are not especially appealing. 
While this doesn't matter so much in night 
clubs and on the stage, it matters very 
much on television. 

Endless, tedious analysis has been made 
on why comedians can last forever in other 
mediums but so few survive on television. 
My own theory, unsolicited, founded on 
nothing more concrete than intuition, is 
that comedians on television do not auto- 
matically become less funny after a season 
or two. Their material doesn't deteriorate 
nor is there any noticeable change in their 
delivery. !t is simply that they lack some 
quality of personality which makes them 
wear well. The viewers lose their liking for 
them as people, so they stop looking. 

JACK BENNY is a master at his trade, 
but he is also a very likable person: So is 
Bob Hope. Let me rush to say this is only 
my personal opinion, and while I've cer- 
tainly laughed at a particular routine, or a 
slick crack, I've never liked Milton Berle or 
J Lewis or Red Buttons. They may be 
yen § fellows but they don't appeal to me. 

As for the most recently arrived, current- 
ly chic comedians, | don't think they'll last 
long enough for the members of the press 
to bother to learn to spell their names. 
Mort Sahi has some clever material but his 
personality makes my hair stand on end. 
I've had enough of him, and he doesn't 
even have his own show. 

However, to get to the point of this one- 
man debate, there is a comedian currently 
in the spotlight whom I'll wager has a long 
television life-ahead of him. He's 42—he 
looks younger—and he's been working in 
night clubs and vaudeville for 18 years. 

Joey Bishop is a slow starter but he is 
now hitting his stride and he has that

priceless quality of wearing well. He doesn't 
come on with a big boff. He's deadpan 
and he sits there awhile and you have to 
give him a chance. Of himself, without 
material, he's quick and amusing and in- 
telligent, and the more you see him, the 
more you like him. 


HEAVEN KNOWS, at this moment, there 
is mo lack of opportunity to see him. He 
was on Candid Camera two weeks ago. 
He had one of the starring roles in “Heaven 
Can Wait" on the “DuPont Show of the 
Month” last Wednesday night. 

He will be a guest on the Jack Benny 
show on Sunday, Nov. 27, CBS-TV, and he 
is a frequent guest on the Jack Paar show, 
NBC-TV, where he has really gotton his 
best exposure. 

It is typical of Joey Bishop that he 
practically opens the conversation by say- 
ing that the three people who have helped 
him most in his career are Jack Benny, 
Frank Sinatra and Jack Paar. 

Benny has said, without hesitation, that 
Joey Bishop is the brightest young come- 
dian today. When they were both appear- 
ing at different clubs in Las Vegas, Benny, 
at the end of his act, would send the audi- 
ence over to see Bishop. 

Bishop, it is a real Horatio Alger 
happy ending to be appearing on Benny's 
television show. Benny has been his idol 
for years and he says this with a direct, 
matter-of-fact simplicity which is neither 
maudlin nor obsequious. 

By the same token, he said Frank Sinatra 
gave him his first big boost in night clubs. 

“FRANK SPOKE of my talents when you 
could get a good argument,” said Joey. 
“He saw me working in some third-rate 
joint and he took me into his act at the 
Riviera in 1952. t¢ was the first time | 
ever was in a ‘class’ club and the first time 
the right people saw me work. Frank knows 
I'm not a fast act. | need time. On differ- 
ent occasions, Frank has talked a club 
manager into giving him less time on the 
“% and letting me hen 25 minutes instead

It hes been on the Jack Paar show, how- 


ever, where Bishop's talents have had a 
chance to shine most brightly before the 
largest audience. 


"The first few times | was on the Paar . 


show, | wasn't very good,” said. Bishop. 
“| contributed very little to the show. Jack 
could have let it end there and never asked 
me back but he saw something he could 
bring out or develop and he was patient 
enough to give me several chances." 


He leaned over and knocked on wood. 


"It's almost too much," he said. “Here 
| got a chance to do the DuPont show. | 
was always crazy to play that part of the 
fight manager, even when | saw it in the 
movies. And its been my dream to work 
under a director like Alex Segal. Do you 
think it can last? All this luck at once.” 


JOEY BISHOP was born Joseph Gottlieb 
in the Bronx, but he grew up in Philadel 
phia where his father was a bicycle sales- 
man. He started in show business as one 
of a three-man comedy team on the night 
club circuit, living out of a suitcase in 
cheap hotels, eating at counter restaurants, 
waiting for trains in railroad stations. 


"There isn't a lonelier life in the world,” 
he said. “! was always a stranger in town. 
| did this for so long, | don't care if | 
never travel again.” 


Even though he is now traveling what 
Jackie Gleason would call “first class,” he 
still doesn't like appearing in night clubs. 
He is going to Miami Beach on Dec. 22 to 
appear with Frank Sinatra at the Fontaine- 
bleu, but only because Sinatra asked him. 


"I'll take my family with me and we'll 
have a nice vacation,” he said. 


Bishop and his wife, Sylvia, have been 
married i; 20 years and have one son, 
Larry, 13. They live in a seven-room white 
house on a suburban street in Englewood, 
N.J., and Bishop says he does indeed have 
one burning, unfulfilled ambition. 

“I'd like to play golf with Sam Snead,” 
he said. “And I'd like to win.” 

With his fellow comedians, Buddy Hackett 
and Phil Foster, he is a part owner of the 
Englewood Golf Club where he plays as 
otten as decency will permit. He usually 
shoots in the seventies. 


“I'm a golf nut and television bug,” he

said, “and | like to be close to home.” 


However, he is considering doing a do- 
mestic comedy series on telev'sion, to be 
produced by Danny Thomas, another come- 
dian who he said has been very kind to 
him.
